Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 a m on Thursday, 
the 2nd October 1902, based on the India Daily Weather Reports 
pf the period

Light to moderately heavy shaw^rs ha\ e been received in Burma during the week, 
but the Arabian Sea branch of the monsoon current has apparently finally retreated from 
the iJorth of the Arabian Sea, and the only rain of importance received m India was that 
given by the storm from the Bay, which crossed the C oast into ^outh West Bengal at the 
close of the previous week Instead of continuing to advance in a north w>esterl\ direc 
tion the storm recurved to the north and passing through Chola Nagpur and Bihar broke 
up in the East Nepaul and Sikkim Himalayas on the 37th September 

The storm gave .moderate to very heavy rain in Choia Nagpur, Bihar North Bengal 
and Assam The rainfall at Darjeeling amounted to 4 96 inches during the twenty four 
hours ending at 8 A M on the 26th September and 12 2 inches during the next twenty four 
hours the tota* amount recr ived at that station in those forty eight hours thus being 17 
inches HeavjT rain was also received at Darblianga, Patna, Jalpaiguri and Dhubri during 
the same period 

A few local showers have fallen in the Peninsula the most important being 275 inches 
at Madura on the 26th September 1 33 inches at Hanamconda, t 27 inches at Malegaon 
and 1 05 inches at Salem on the 30th September , and 2 05 inches at Amraoti on the 1st 
October 

Conditions have been suspicious in the Bay throughout the week and by the 1st 
October a cyclonic storm would appear to have formed which commenced advancing in a 
north n^rth-westerly or north-westerly direction , and on the morning of the 2nd was 
apparently central about 309 miles to the east of Gopalpur 

The rainfall of the week has generally speaking been normal or in excess m Burma 
and North-East India and m defect elsewhere The only exceptions are the subdivisions 
of Calcutta and Burfiwanin North-East India, where rainfall has been in defect, and the 
subdivision of Madura m the Peninsula, where it has been practically normal 

The total monsoon rainfall up to the 2nd October has been normal or in slight excess 
over the greater part of the Indian region It has been in defect m Baluchistan, the West 
Satpuras, the East Coast (South) and the subdivisions of Mysore, Hyderabad, Indore 
Jaipur, Jubbulpore, Raipur and Burdwan In most of these divisibns and subdivisions, 
howfever, the deficiency nas been small, being less than 25 per cent of the normal rainfall*

In a Convocation of* the Oxford University held on June 3rd, 1902, the following 
Revised Statute on Colonial and Indian. Universities (Stat Tit II, Sect VIII) was 
approved 

Whereas*it is expedient (1) to provide for the making of Regulations for carrying 
into effect the provisions ot the Statute on Colonial and Indian Universities (a) to 
enable Candidates from these Universities under certain conditions to offer themselves 
for examination in any Honour School of the Second Pilblic examination, and to suppli- 
cate for th<f Degree of Bachelor of Arts without having passed either Responsions or 
the First Public Examination , and (3) to confine the requirement of a sufficient 
knowledge of the Greek language to Candidates from Colonial Universities, and to 
determine the canditions under which Candidates shall be permitted to satisfy that re 
quirement by passing approved examinations of such Universities, the University enacts 
as follows — 


1 Any University situated in any part of the British Dominions other than 

United Kingdom may apply to this University to be 
mitted to the privileges of this section of thf Statutes

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 80 of the Indian Emigration Act, 1883 
(XXI of 1883), the Governor General in Council is pleased to direct that the following 
amendments be made m the rules published with the Notification of the Government of 
India in the Department of Revenue and Agriculture, No 94-E , dated the 18th March 
1886, as subsequently amended, namely 

1 For rule 1x3 the following rule shall be substituted, namely 

“ 1 13 (x) In every emigrant vessel there shall be at least two independently con- 
structed main tanks, of not less than two thousand gallons capacity each, for the storage of 

the drinking-water for the emigrants and ship's 
Storing of drinking water crew With the approval of the Marine Sur- 

veyor, such water may, in addition, be carried 
in the after-peak compartments, train ballast tanks and double bottom compartments, 
other than those under the engines and boilers of steamships 

(a) The maximum capacity allowed for any one mam tank or after peak compartment 
shall not exceed three thousand gallons, and that for any one mam ballast tank or double- 
bottom compartment shall not exceed two fifths of the total drinking water required 

(3) Every mam tank, after peak compartment, main ballast tank, and double-bottom 
compartment shall be— 

(а) so arranged that it can be properly examined by the Marine Surveyor, 

(б) certified to be water-tight, 

(f) fitted with a sounding pipe, and 

(d) provided not only with a sepaiate communication either by cock, valve or pipe 
so as to connect with the fresh water pump, but also with a separate air pipe 
to admit of pumping out without the cover being opened, the air-pipe being 
turned down at the top or otherwise so made as to prevent dirt or sea-water 
# getting through it to such tank or compartment 

(4) No cock, salve or other connection basing communication with the sea, holds or 
decks, other than those above specified as necessary for sounding, emptying or airing 
such tanks or compartments, shall be fitted inside such tanks or compartments, and the 
fiump used for pumping the drinking water out of them shall not be used for any other 
purpose " 

S In Schedule A of the Appendix, for the entry relating to water-tanks, the following 
entry shall be substituted, namely 

" Water-tanks —The soundness, purity and capacity of mam tanks or other fixed recep-

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 a m on Thursday, 
the 16th October 1902, based on the India Dally Weather Reports 
of the period 


Rain has fallen on most days of the week in the west and south of the PeninsuK, more 
especially in the division of South India, where moderate to heavy showers have been 
received Mysore reported 4 39 inches, Chitaldroog 269 inches and Trivandrum 267 
inches on the 10th , Karwar 2 42 inches and Colombo a 07 inches on the nth , Chitaldroog 
3 59 inches and Colombo 2 59 inches on the 14th , and Calicut 2 79 inches on the 16th 

Local showe.s have occurred in the Deccan, Gujarat, the central parts of the country, 
North >East India and Burma, but the only rain of importance was that received in the south 
and west of the Peninsula 

The chief features in the pressure distribution have been a persistent excess of pres 
sure over the .whole Indian region and relatively low pressure conditions over the Arabian 
Sea and Bay of Bengal Winds on the East Coast have m consequence of the abnormally 
high pressure conditions over the Peninsula been more northerly than usual and practi 
cally no rain has fallen in the East Coast (North) 

The only areas in which the rath fall of the week has been m excess of the normal are 
South India, the West Coast, Gujarat and the subdivisions of Bijapur and Indore The 
most important deficiency occurs on the East Coast 

The seasonal rainfall from the 2nd May to date has been norma! or in s'jght excess m 
all parts of the country, except in Baluchistan, the West Satpuras and the subdivisions of 
Burdwan, Waltalr, Rfeipur, Jubbulpore, Jaipur, Indore, Bellary and Hyderabad (Deccan)

RESOLUTION 

In Resolution No *3— 38-J, dated the 9th May 1902, the Government of India published 
extracts from an Act passed by the Commonwealth of Australia, entitled “ The Immigra- 
tion Restriction Act, 1901, ’ winch had for its object the restriction of the immigration of 
aliens into Australia In section 6 of that Act it is provided that a prohibited immigrant 
within the meaning of section 3 (a) of the Act, vts , a person who cannot write m an 
European language at dictation, may be allowed to enter the Commonwealth if he deposits 
the sum of one hundred pounds In section 6 (b) it is enacted that he must within thirty 
days after depositing such sum obtain front the Minister a certificate of exemption in a 
specified form The Act does not, however, indicate the principles on which these certifi- 
cates of exemption are to be granted The Governor -General in Council therefore address- 
ed an enquiry to the Australian Government on the subject and has received the following 
reply, which is published for the information of Natives of India who may wish to visit 
Australia 

2 It will be observed from the explanation furnished by the Government of the 
Commonwealth tnat the exemptions allowed are of a purely temporary character

I have the honour to inform you that your letter of the 16th July 1902 has been referred 
by the Secretary, Department of Home Affairs to me, as the Immigration Restriction Act, 
1901, is adm nistcred by this Department 

In reply to your query I have to inform you that section 6 of the Act is intended to 
apply to cases of persons arriving in thi. Commonwealth and proposing to remain for a 
limited period only within its borders These persons, such as merchants, servants of 
officers, etc, may have omitted to provide themselves beforehand with a certificate of 
exemption from this Government 

Those certificates are granted to persons of the classes mentioned on the Government 
being satisfied of their bond fuies They are stuctly limited as to times, and on their 
expiry the holder must either obtain an extension ^which can only be granted under 
special circumstances, and for a short period) or leave the Commonwealth 

As it would probably cause considerable inconvenience were the persons who havfe 
so omitted to obtain certificates refused a landing, section 6 was inserted m the Act to 
give them the opportunity of appljing to the Government for a certificate The deposit 
mentioned in section 6 is necessary in such cases to satisfy the Government as to the 
bond fides of the applicant

a The most important irrigation works in India are those classed as Productive 
Works, or works the capital cost of which has been wholly or mainly provided from loan 
funds it> the expectation that they would prove directly remunerative, and that the 
net revenue derived from them would fully cover all charges for interest within a rea- 
sonable time after th**ir completion This expectation is never likely to be realized m 
respect of any of the four works constructed in Bengal, of the seven in Botnbav (Deccan 
and Gujarat) and of the Kurncol Cinal and Barur Tank in Madras 1 he capital outlay 
recorded against the thirteen w orks fiist named to the end of the year under review 
amounted to Rs 974,50,186 on which the net revenue realized during the year 
yielded a return of o 75 per cent compared with o 79 during 1899-1900 and 071 during 
1898 99 The interest charges to the end of the year exceeded the net revenue by 
Rs 8,66,59,796, the excess for the year being Rs 30^9,1 85 I he area irrigated by these 
works during the year was 810,460 acres 

3 These unfavourable financial results are, however, more than balanced by those 
attained on the 22 remaining productive works now m operation the net revenue on which 
during the year was equivalert to a return of 10 11 per cent on the capital outlay The 
general financial results of all of this class of works are shown separately by provinces 
in the following statement The totals are brought into comparison with those of the two

The area Irrigated baa been exceeded only once tn 1 899-1 500^ and the percentage 
return only once m 1897-98, when it was 7 50 The net Vevenue is the largest on record 

4 4 Compared with the year 1899-1900 Punjab shows an increase of 455,599 acres , 
Madras, 145,843 acres , and Sind, 153,293 acres the areas irrigated in these provinces 
are the largest on record On the other hand, the United Provinces show a decrease of 
763,041 acres , Bengal, 10,755 acres , and the Punjab Native States, 205,477 acres, while 
the area m Bombay was practically stationary * 

The total vftlue of the crops irrigated from productive works during the year is esti- 
mated at Rs 34*32,51,061, which is slightly less than the total capital co&t of the works 

5 In* the Punjab coir pared with the year 1899-1900 increases occurred on the Ban 
Doab of 99,229 acres , Lower Sohag and Para, 33,418 acres , Chenab, 477,469 acres , and 
Sidhnai, 143 515 acres The areas irrigated on the first three of these canals were the 
largest on record and the area on the Sidhnai is only 1 5,929 acres less than that of the 
record year 1897 98 the extremely rapid increase on the Chenab has been continued 
Decreases occurred on the Western Jumna of 90,700 acres and on the Sirhind of 207,326 
acres , the falling off on this latter canal was practically all due to the decrease on the 
Native State branches On both these canals the decreases were due to favourable 
rams during the rabt which affected the demand for canal water 

6 In the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh compared with the year 1899-1900 there 
were decreases in the irrigated area on all the canals, via , Ganges, 487,497 acres , Lower 
Ganges, 125,0 3 acres » Agra, 74,250 acres , Eastern Jumna, 71,788 acres , and Fatehpur 
Branch, 3 493 acres These unfavourable results were due to well distributed rainfall in 
the khartf and to frequent ram in the winter months which brought \.he.rabi crops to matu- 
rity without the aid of canal water 

7 In Madras compared with 1899-1900 there were incrsases m the irrigated area on the 
following works Godavari, 75,907 acres Kistna, 10,648 acres, Penncr, 17,053 acres, m 
Cauvery, 39,466 acres , Sr ivaikuntham, 4,625 acres , and Pcriyar, >3,637 acres The areas 
irrigated during 1900 ot on these works are the largest on record with the exception of the 
Cauvery which was exceeded by only 529 acres in 1898 99 There were decrea«es on Kur- 
nool of 15,051 acres and Barur of 436 acres On the whole, the area irrigated was the 
largest on record and is due to the favourable season and natural extension 

The Kurnool Canal still continues the most un remunerative work, but the return from 
it is gradually increasing The heavy capital expenditure on it will, however, prevent it 
from ever becoming remunerative The prospects of the Perijar Project are steadily improv- 
ing, and there is hope that w hen the distributing works are completed, it will become 
remunerative The decrease in the return from the Cauvery is due partly to in creased* capital 
outlay incurred (chiefly on remodelling the Upper Coleroon AnicutJ and partly to increased 
maintenance charges 

8 In Sind compared with 1899 1900 there were increases in the irrigated area on the 

Desert Canal of 26,275 acres , Lnharwah, 9,337 acres , Began, 26,025 acres , and Jamrao, 
164,187 acres There was a decrease on the Eastern Nara of 72,531 acres , the area in the 
previous year was by far the largest on record and was due to a large increase of rabt irriga- 
tion which received a great stimulus by the high prices resulting from famine in other parts 
of India The areas irrigated by the other canals were the largest on record , on the whole, 
compared with the previous year, there was an increase of 153 293 acres and the year was 
a record one This is due to the Jamrao Canal on which irrigation on a large scale was first 
started during the 3 ear under review On the whole of the works there was an increased 
return of o 36 per cent . 

9 In Bombay (Deccan and Gujarat) compared with 1899 1900 there was a decrease

la respect of the average value of the crops Punjab Imperial has decreased from Rs

INDIAN EMIGRATION BILL

The Hon’ble Mr Ibbetson presented the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill further to«amend the Indian Emigration Act, 1883 He said — “ We 
have made a number of minor alterations, which are, almost without exception, 
based upon suggestions received from Local Governments. And we have made 
one substantive alteration of some importance, by including domestic service, 
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subject to certain limitations, among the occupations to be protected by the new 
Chapter XIV We do not propose to interfere with the bond fide engagement of 
a domestic servant by hi$ intending employer But, after the Bill had been ‘in- 
troduced in Council, a case was reported fjom Bombay, in *which a speculator 
from South Africa proposed to take back with him a number of natives of India, 
with the view of placing them out m Africa as domestic servants It seemed 
that, m such a case, those for whom the speculator might fail to find service 
would very probably fare badly, and that protection was as much, needed as in 
the other cases already provided for under the chapter 

" I propose, at our next meeting, to ask the Council to take the Report into 
consideration and to pass the Bill into law.” 

CENTRAL PROVINCES VILLAGE-SANITATION BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Ibbetson presented the Report of the Select Com- 
mittee on the Bill to make further provision for sanitation m villages in the 
Central Provinces He said — “ The amendments which we have proposed are 
almost entirely formal, and are for the most part based upon suggestions made by 
the Hon’ble Mr Bos< , who represents the Central Provinces in this Council I 
have also had the advantage of d scussing them with the Hon’bie Mr Fraser, the 
Chief Commissioner of the province, who accepts them all las improvements 

“ I propose, at our next meeting, to ask the Council to lake the Report into 
consideration, and to pass the Bill into law ” 

The Council adjourned to Friday, the 24th October, 1902

1 2 Parting assays of silver coins —The average proportion of gold foiind in the 
silver pyx coins of the Calcutta mintage was 529 per mille for rupees, <$53 for quarter 
rupees, 1 1 1 2 for one eighth rupees and 278 for dollars Eliminating dollars from the 
c ih ulation, the silver coinage of the Calcutta Mint is computed to have contained 3,758

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The present Bill aims at correcting three defects of a formal character which have been 
brought to notice in the working of the Indian Ports Act, 1889 (X of 1889) 

(1) The exemption allowed by the provisoto section 47 might, m spife of the generality 
of the term ** vessel," be regarded as not including vessels “ in ballast,” which are dealt 
with separately in section 46 As there is no reason for excluding vessels in ballast from 
the exemption, it is considered safer to re-enact the proviso as part of an independent 
section 

(2) The first entry m the fourth column of Part I of the First Schedule opposite the 
port of Calcutta requires revision in order to bring it into accordance with actual practice 
under which port-dues are levied on coasting-vessels entering that port only once in sixQr 
days The existing exception of “ dhonies and country vessels ” is not adapted to modern 
conditions The new entry proposed by the Bill will substitute a more liberal provision 
on the lines of the corresponding entry against Chittagong under which both mail-steamers 
and coasting-vessels will only have to pay port-dues once m sixty days 

(3) The necessity for the addition of a proviso to Explanation I to Part II of the 
same Schedule, under which it is possible for a vessel to be classified as “ foreign ” and 
also as “ coasting ” during one and the same voyage, was suggested by an opinion of the 
Advocate General of Madras, in pursuance of which it is sought to render it clear 
that such a vessel is liable to the levy of port dues on either scale, whichever is the higher, 
but not on both scales cumulatively

A shallow depression apparently entered India from the west on the 18th and gave 
fight to moderate ram in the Himalayas and Sub-Himalayas on the 19th and doth. 
Amounts ranging from one to one and a half inches were received at U mb alia, Chakrata, 
Mussooree, Meerut and Bareilly Scattered showers have been received during the week 
in Burma and North East India, the most important being a 97 inches at Gorakhpur 
on the 19th and 1 35 inches at Yaruethm on the 20th 

Rainfall m the Peninsula has been restricted almost entirely to the south and during 
the g crater part of the w&k was very light even in that area It increased in South India 
on the 23rd, due to the approach of a cyclonic storm from the Bay Cocanada and 
Cuddalore both reported 2} inches, Tmncvelly a inches and Madras 1$ inches 

Weather was disturbed m Baluchistan, at the end of the week, and half an inch of 
rain was reported on the 23rd from both Chaman and Quetta 

The rainfall of the week has been equal to or in excess of the normal in Burma (Dry), 
the Himalayas and Sub Himalayas (West), tne indo Gangetic Plain (West), the North- 
West L)ry Area, Baluchistan, the b ast Coast (South), and the subdivisions of Madura, 
Calicut, Jaipur, Burdwan, Bahraich and Darbhanga The deficiency in the remaining 
divisions was largest m the East Coast (North)

The past week’s rainfall has considerably reduced the percentage of deficiency in 
the seasonal rainfall in Baluchistan, but over the remainder of the country there has been 
no important change 1 he rainfall of the season continues normal or m slight excess 
except in the West Satpuras and the subdivisions of Burdwan, Waltair, Raipur, Jubbulpore, 
Jaipur, Indprc, Bellary and Hyderabad (Deccan)

2 During the last three years the attention of the Government of India has 

. . . . _ been specially directed to the problems 

connected with University education in 
this country A consensus of opinion has pronounced that the system adopted 
experimentally m India nearly half a century ago, while it has been responsible 
for great strides in higher edu< ation, has also developed anomalies and even 
abuses, arising in the mam from too close an adherence to lines of working, 
which ire not altogether suited to the conditions of the present day, and from 
which the best educational thought of the time has shown tn increasing tendency 
to separate itself In order to carry the examination of this problem to a 
practical issue, a Commission was appointed by a Resolution of the Government 
of India, dated the 27th January 1902, to inquire into the condition and prospects 
of the Universities established in British India , to consider and report upon any 
proposals which have been, or m ly be, made for improving their constitution and 
working , and to recommend to the Governor General m Council such measuies 
as may tend to elevate the standard of University teaching, and to promote the 
advancement of learning 

3 The Commission travelled and held sittings between the 18th February 

.. . . and the ifeth April 1902, and within that 

period 150 witnesses were examined and 
many colleges and institutions affiliated to the Universities were visited The 
Report of the Commission, which, has alreidy been published has been read by 
the Governor Gener il in Council with much interest and advantage In the opinion 
of His Excellent y in Council it covers with accuracy and fulness (but with 
sufficient condensation) the entire ground which they were invited to traverse 
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It exposes faithfully, but withtfut undue seventy, the defects of the present system 
of University education , it outlines a comprehensive scheme of administrative and 
legislative reform , and it testifies to a laborious and minute investigation of the 
subject by the President and his colleagues which His Fxcellency in Council 
has much pleasure m acknowledging lhe position occupied by the Hon'ble 
Mr Justice Banerjce and his high authority in educational matters lend great 
weight, not onlv to his Note of Dissent, but also to the many recommendations 
of the Commission in winch he agrees 

4 In the present communication the Governor General in Council considers it 
Attitud# of Governniont toward* higi'er educa desirable in the first instance to disclaim 

t«on emphatically any intention of receding 

from the policy set forth in the Fducational Despatch of 1854, and affirmed 
by the Education Commission of 1882, that it is important to encourage 
private enterprise in the matter of education, both because to do so shifts a larger 
proportion of the cost on to the shoulders of those who should properly bear it, and 
because private enterprise is peculiarly competent to adapt education to the 
varying needs and conditions of different places and different times 1 his policy 
was deliberately accepted at the time by the Government of India, and their 
adherence to it remains unshaken 

5 But the sole condition upon which private enterprise can be encouraged is, 
that the education which it offers is reasonably efficient , by whn h is meant, not 
that it follows any prescribed set of rules or courses of study, but that discipline 
is enforced, good morals inculcated, and adequate provision made for instruction 
Inferior education at cheap rates is in all countries a snare to parents, and a 
danger to their children, and it is especially so in India, where Western educa 
tion is of such recent origin It is the bounden duty of Government, with regard 
to schools, and of the Uni ersities (which derive their authority from Govern 
ment) with regard to colleges, to do all that lies in their power to discourage 
methods of tuition that sacrifice efficiency to popularity, and that lower, instead 
of progressively eltvating, the educational ideils of the nation 

6 In the existing circumstances of education in India, the standard of effi- 
ciency which it is proper and possible to enforce is admittedly not so high as that 
which is attained in more advance d countries But it should be th< constant 
endeavour of Government to raise it, not so as to deprive the children of the 
country of the means of education, but to protect them, so far as may be, against 
wasting the only years of their lives during which education is possible The 
most dangerous enemy to legitimate private enterprise in matters educatioral is 
the school or college which reduces expenditure to a point at which efficiency is 
impossible, and thus tempts parents to take their boys from soundly conducted 
institutions, and to send them where the training they receive is both inferior and 
cheap lo discourage such institutions is tlif most practically effectual method 
of encouraging all such private enterprise as is deserving of encouragement , and 
it is to this end that many of the most important changes now proposed are 
directed 

7 The Government of India confidently anticipate tl at the majority of the 
changes recommended by the Commission will have the effect of improving 
the quality and enlarging the scope of all forms of higher education in India , 
that they will open to the jouth of the country lines of activity and prospects 
of employment for which their present training fails to equip them , that they 
will directly promote the intellectual advinccme(It of the upper classes, and will 
both directly and indirectly lead to the development of the resources and tndus 
tries of India 

8 In recommerding to the Secretary of # State and in ordering, with his 

approval, the publication of the Report as 
t uii criticism invited soon as possible aftet its submission, 

the intention of the Government of 
India was to evoke the fullest and freest expression of opinion, not only from

only the local circumstances and the demand for higher education, but also the 
ability of the students to pay adequitc fees for the bight i forms of instruction

means of scholarships for the case of poor but clever students The minimum 
scale of fees is fixed somewhat lower in aided than in Government institutions 
so as to prevent the latter from competing unfurly with the former Now it 
mill no* be contended that aided col'eges (a very substantial proportion 
of the expenditure on which is borne by Government) have m all cases reached 
an extravagant standard of efficiency Aid if this be so, it follows that in 
colleges which are unaided and unendowed, which enjoy no Government grant, 
and which have a lower sc tie of fees, the efficiency must be still lower Nor can 
it be admitted for a moment that ut aided colleges as such are entitled to claim 
unqualified frecdom % of action in a matter of this kind By granting them 
affiliation, and by admitting their students to examinations leading up to 
degrees, the Universities confer upon such colleges the most v iluablc of 
academic privileges, and thus establish their right to impose such restrictions 
as may be necessary to prevent the competitive underselling of educational 
advantages I hat such underselling exists, in a greater or less degree, in several 
parts of Incfin is beyond dispute, and it is hard to see how it can be prevented 
without placing some restriction on the undue lowering of fees It may indeed 
be argued that efficiency can be insisted on by the threat cf dis xffihation But 
efficiency is difficult to measure, its estimation is open to dispute, and the 
principle that, with a fee scale below a certain limit, efficiency 111 a college without 
cons derable endowments or subscriptions is impossible, and may, therefore, be 
presumed not to be attained, is one for which there is much to be said In inviting

irrespective of their ability Of the latter form of aid therq, arc numerous 
examples in huropc, and f he Governor General in Council trusts that one result 
of the Commission will be to promote the foundation of simil ir beneficent institu- 
tions in this country India as a country is not rich, but there are many rich 
men in India, and they can devote their wealth to no more excellent purpose 
than the provision of some measure of higher education for the poorer students 
who, from whatever cause, are left behind in the race for scholarships 


10 In paragraph 77 of their Report the Commission explain that the so-

F A Fvamination but no further With the object of marking more clearly 
the dividing line between school and college life, and securing the generally 
desirable object that University students should receive their education in 
colleges properly so called, and that school boys and college students should not 
receive instruction m the same building ard under the same s<-t of rules the 
Commission r< commend that no new second grade collegr s should be affiliated, 
and that those existing colleges which cannot hope to rise to the first grade bv 
adding classes teaching up to the B A degree should revtrt to the position of 
high schools They do not how t ver, suggest that the latter change should be 
made at once They would leave it to each University to determine 1 reasonable 
time within which it can be effected, ind they suggest that due regird should be 
paid to existing interests In f ict they c ontempl cte their polir> being earned out 
very gradually, and after caieful consultation with the local authorities 


11 However gradual the process maybe, and however cautiously it may 
be undertaken, the Government of India cannot but recognise that the change 
proposed will be a large one and that many interests will be affected 
No doubt some reform is required There is abundant evidence thit 
under present conditions great mischief is wrought, especially in Bengal, by 
rivalry between schools, with the result that in many pi ices the true interests of 
education suffer and the prospects of students are impaired by *he main- 
tenance of sever il small college departments where there ought to be one 
good college But there is some t! ing to be said on the other side The 
Government of India arc not at present convinced that the practice by 
which a flourishing school extends the scope of its effofts so as to include 
the FA, of itself deserves condemnation, provided always that the teaching 
and equipment of the college classes is thoroughly efficient up to the limits of 
the course which they teach Under the peculiar conditions which prevail in 
India such classes may indeed serve a useful purpose m several wajs Not 
only do they cheapen a particular stage of education which many students are 
unable to pursue further , they also in many cases defer the separation of a 
student from his family, a point to which Indian parents rightly attach much 
importance It must be borne m mind that the student enters upon his college 
course at a younger age in India than m England , in the absence of proper 
hostels no effective supervision is provided for him in strange and tryirg surround- 
ings , and the anxiety of his parents to postpoife the day of his departure for a large 
town at a distance is therefore reasonable in itself and deserves sympathetic con- 
sideration on the part of Government To enforce with strictness the recomn 
mendations of the Commission might in many cases lead to the substitution of 
an inferior first grade for a good second grade college And a second grade 
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college it often only an intermediate and necessary step towards the formation 
of a first grade college. The fact which lies at the rdot of the matter is, that 
owing to the special conditions of India, the two Tears of the First Arts Coarse, 
which are m other countries the last two years of school life, hare been here 
included in the college course In time it should be possible to remedy this 
defect Meanwhile, the Government of India incline to the opinion that, so long 
as efficiency is atnctly insisted upon, second grade colleges occupy a definite 
place at {he educational machinery of the country, and fulfil a useful function*

{j ) Existence and enforcement of proper transfer rules 

(A) No new second grade college to be affiliated. 

14 On all of these points except one — the introduction of a scale of 
minimum fees — the recommendations of the Commission are unanimous, and 
their unanimity carries immense weight They have laid down in clear 
and unequivocal terms the standard of efficiency which all Indian colleges may 
reasonably be expected to maintain How is conformity with that standard 
to be secured ( a ) in the case of new institutions, ( 6 ) in the case of existing 
colleges ? The former case presents no difficulty The Commission agree 
that the question of admitting new institutions to affiliation is, in the first instance, 
one for the Syndicate, who will make the necessary enquiries and will procure an 
independent report from the Director of Public Instruction or some other com- 
petent authority They will then submit the application to Government with 
their recommendation and the grpunds for it, ana Government will pass* final 
orders 1 he Government of India regard the suggestion that affiliation should 
in future be granted in specified courses or subjects, as especially valuable 
As regards colleges on which the privilege of affiliation has already been 
conferred, the Commission are unanimous in recommending that no such 
institution should be allowed to fall below the standard of efficiency required, 
and they refer to cases brought before them of colleges whicn obtained 
affiliation on statements showing an adequate staff which was afterwards 

B 
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allowed to deteriorate W^ien once the standard of efficiency has been clearly 
defined, the question must arise how far existing institutions comply with it in 
respect of each of the various courses which they teach The determination of 
this important question will be an undertaking of some magnitude, and it does not 
follow that it can be approached in the same manner everywhere It is possible 
that in some of the Universities it may most conveniently bd dealt with by the 
Syndicate on the basis of information furnished by the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion and supplemented by their own inspections and inquiries This mode of pro- 
cedure has the adavntage of being in accordance with the recommendations of 
the Commission, and with the position which they propose to assign to the 
Sj ndicate in future But it seems probable that the task of examining into the 
circumstances of all existing institutions will prove too heavy for the Syndicate 
to accomplish unaided within any reasonable time In that case it seems to the 
Governor General m Council that the best plan will be for the Chancellor of each 
University to appoint a strong and representative Committee of the Senate to con* 
sider and report direct to him what institutions, whether of the first or second 
grade, are qualified to re*ain their privilege of affiliation in respect of all or some 
of the courses which they teach, and to make such recommendations as they con- 
sider to be called for m < ach case as to the improvements which arc necessary 
and the period within which they should be introduced The mere appointment of 
such a Committee would of itself exercise great influence and would probably 
induce most of the institutions which now fall short of the standard to comply 
with its requirements of their own motion The remaining cases would be dealt 
with by the Committee on the merits, and their recommendations would be 
considered by the Chancellor, and eventually by Government, the fullest allow- 
ance being made for the circumstances of each institution, and for the fact that 
a new departure is now being taken and a more exacting standard of efficiency 
prescribed The Government of India are above all things anxious that the re- 
forms now proposed should be introduced with the utmost circumspection, and 
that all reasonable concessions should be made in order to avoid dealing harshly 
with institutions which have in the past made bona fide attempts to work up to 
the standards that have hitherto obtained 

1 5 The ground having been thus cleared by the enquiries and recommenda- 
tions of thf Syndicate or proposed Committee, and the action tiken upon them 
by the Chancellor, it may be hoped that the question of withdrawing the 
privilege of affiliation will seldom arise in the future, and that if the Syndi- 
cate make wise use of their power of inspection, a warning from them 
will be sufficient to induce a college to carry out the improvements required 
Should it, in an exceptional case, be necessary to resort to extreme 
measures, the Government of India are disposed to think that the case, 
with the recommendation of the Syndicate upon it, should be brought 
before the Senate, and that their opinion should be submitted to Government by 
the Syndicate, w»th such further comments and explanations as the latter bodj 
may consider to be necessary in order to present a complete view of the

23 Wnere the graduates are to elect, the composition of the electoiate will 
require careful consideration In paragraph 40 of their Report the Comtnisson 
propose that the electors should be graduates of five years' standing In 
making this recommendation the Commission seem to have been influenced 
by the precedent of the English Universities, and the Government of India 
entertain some doubts whether their proposal would not result m the creation of 
an electorate of unwieldy dimensions, scattered over a vast area of country,

be understood to recommend that the courses of studies in all Universities should 
be arranged on a uniform plan They have rather endeavoured to state the prin- 
ciples by which University authorities should be guided in such matters, to draw 
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attention to the defects which they have observed in, methods of teaching, and to 
indicate the steps whicn should be taken to simplify and complete the programme 
of instruction In pursuance of this vie\ir of the matter, wmch has the cordial 
assent of the Government of India, it has been suggested that, owing to the meta- 
physical and introspective bent of the Indian mind, the intellectual discipline which 
is the object of all University teaching can perhaps be better imparted by substitut-

GOLD 

2 A singular feature of the year was the absence of tenders of gold bullion by the 
public One tender of country bars, with an assay value of £8,426, represents the only 
receipt of gold for the year in the previous year the receipts from the public amounted 
to £81,20,071 The reason for no gold bullion being tendered by the public is in a 
measure due to the increased length of the period after which payment of certificates is 
now due at the Reserve Treasury In 1S93 gold bullion certificates were paid on presen- 
tation, but since the period of payment was fixed at sixty days sight, no gold bullion has 
been tendered notwithstanding that the Comptroller Gent ral in June 1901 reduced this 
latter period to thirty days 

Sovereigns were as usual received during the year from the public on account of the 
( urrency Department , the total value of the receipts amounted to R2, 04,24, 840 and was 
less by R 1,02,88, 620 than the receipts in the previous year

The Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China tendered again this year a 
quantity of bullion for British Dollar coinage, the silver consisted of (.ondon bars and 
amounted to standard tolas 29,29,559, being tolas 15,57,000 more than the amount ten- 
dered by them in the previous year 

Re coinage of '1840' rupees -—During the year the re-cotnage of these was undertaken 
under orders of Government There are two kinds of ‘1840’ rupees The first issue con 
sistmg for the most part of large diameter coins with the Lgend “ Victoria Queen " on 
the upper half of the circumference above the Queen’s head, which were coined between 
1840-1849, and the second issue of the usual size with the words “ Victoria ” and “ Queen ” 
opposite one another and to the front and at the back of the effigy respectively these 
latter were struck between 1850 i8b2 In June 1901 orders were issued for the re-coinage 
of the first issue, and Treasury Officers were instructed by the Comptroller General to 
remit this description of coin to the Mint along with their balance of uncurrent coins 
withdrawn from circulation, but as there appeared to have existed some difficulty in dis- 
tinguishing the first from the second issue at Treasuries, impression of the engravings of 
the obverse of the two issues were furnished to lrcasury Officers for the purpose of iden 
tification In January 1902 orders were issued for the withdrawal and re coinage of the 
second issue *1840’ coins The total receipts of all descriptions of coins from Treasuries 
during the year amounted to {(86,27,166 and are classified under the following heads In 
the previous year {(26,36,597 of uncurrent coins were received from Tieasurics —

6 Loss — The silver operative losses written off in the accounts during the year 
including melting and coining amounted to tolas 33,163, but after eliminating fictitious 
gains and losses, this amount is reduced to tolas 23,878, which gives a rate of 42 7 per 
lakh on the quantity laminated The rate of loss is somewhat high and is due to excess 
melting loss in Fehruary and March 1901 (not adjusted in last year's account), and

8 Two orders from the Straits Government for cents and quarter cents were execu- 
ted during the year 

The total number of Government copper coins struck was in excess of the previous 
year by 47,606,744 pieces and in value by R5,5*,3i9 Details of the copper coinage are 
included in Statement II 

9 The quantity of Ajstrahan copper purchased for the coinage was maunds 15,537 at 
an average rate of R39 27 per maund , there h is been a decline in the price of copper, as 
the average rate of (hi previous year was R47 09 per maund 

10 The operative losses on the copper coinage amounted to maunds 267 seers 14 
tolas 75, giving a rite of 1 557 per cent -against 1 731 per cent in the previous year , 
excluding bye products, the rates were 401 per cent in 1900 1901 and 277 per cent in 
1901-1902 

During the year copper scissel was as usual supplied to the Cossipore Foundry to the 
extent of its require ments , an cxcliarge of scissel for slabs supplied by the Cossipore 
Factory was also made, about 900 maunds of scissel w as thus supplied to Cossipore 
Copper scissel weighing about 1,900 maunds was also exchanged for slabs supplied by the 
Bombay Mint, -is the Mint Master, Bombay, t>nly required copper for alligation purposes 
for which scissel was more conv< nient than slabs

11 The usual description of Miscellaneous work was executed, vts — - 

(1) War medals, and fittings for Military Department 

(2) Scales and weights for Government 

(3) Medals for public institutions and the preparation of dies for new medals 

(4; Miscellaneous work for Government and the public 

I he demand for war medals was not large I here were some large orders for scales 
and weights from the Opium Department several scales had to be repaired and new ones 
supplied, and brass weights of \artous denominations from one maund downwards were 
manufactured and adjusted Besides these, new sets of minimum weights for testing light 
weight sovereigns were also supplied to different Treasuries under the orders of the 
Comptroller General 

12 Mtnt Standard Weights — The verification of the Mint working standard 
weights, avoirdupois and tola sets were completed during the jear by the Assay Office 

13 Balances sunk tn the Mtnt — The silver balance at the beginning of the year 
stood at ^34,15,324, and at the close at Ri 7,90,161 the maximum balance for any one day 
was 1^40,91,652 on the nth April 1901, the minimum £6,77,9*9 on the 8th October 1901, 
while the average daily balame was R18 1 5>7 2 7 

14 Treasure Trove coins -—There was no receipt during the year 

15 Designator Edward VII coinage —One of the designs prepared in the Calcutta 
Mint tor the reverse of the new rupees received the approval of His Majesty the 
King and the matrix for this is m progress in this Mint the matrix for the obverse 
of the new coinage is being prepared in England Coins bearing the effigy of the 

late Queen and the date 1901 continued to be struck throughout the financial year 
1901-1902 

Analysis of Revenue and Expenditure 

16 Revenue — As stated before, there was no gold bullion tendered by importers, 
hence no receipt on account of seigqprage on gold appears in tbe accounts of this year , in 
the case of silver, the seignorage of 1 per cent on the bullion tendered for the coinage 
of British dollars amounted to R29,295 and was in excess of the receipts of the previous 
year by Ri5,570 owing to a larger coinage during the year under review , the gain on 
the coinage of silver ofl Government account amounted to £27,09,789 There is an 
item of R2,2 oi under the head of gam on the re-coinage of Native States coins , it 
represents silver recovered from drosses of the Melting Department of Babashahi Rupees 
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which were received in the previous year and had been melted up Fhe re-coinage of 
these coins were completed in 1900 1901, and the account closed 

The silver operative gams amounted during the year to R8,873 , in the previous year 
the gains amountedto £{32,216 , the decrease is due to a smaller amount of silver coinage, 

17 Cash and Transfer Receipts — There is an increase of (£31,048 in the total 
receipts under these heads as compared with the previous year 1 he manufacture of 
scales, weights, and miscellaneous articles for Government Departments and the public 
has contributed R 18,040 towards a part of this increase , the difference is maiuly due to 
the larger receipts on account of the coining charges of cents during the year 

18 Pro forma Receipts — The total amount of these receipts was about the same as 
last year Under this head are included the usual items for manufacturing Honors for 
the Royal Army Temperance Association and minimum weights for Government Treasury 
Officers 

19 Expenditure — Loss on the Coinage —Owing to the re coinage of * 1840' rupees, 
the loss on withdrawal of Government coin amounting to (£1,37,091 «is much larger this 
year, the amount shown in the previous year was R43 172 

20 J stab Lshment — Although there was a large reduction in the amount of the rupee 
coinage, the charges (or Establishment during the year show but a slight decrease, 
amounting to ( 4 1,928 only as shown below In the Mechanical Establishment there was 
an increase of an Engineer There were Vso increases in the Assay Office, as the Deputy 
Assay Master's post was filled almost throughout the year, while *1 probationer was 
attached to the Assay Office fora longer period than in the prt vious year, moreover, in 
view of the contemplate retirement of the Head Assistant, a paill apprentice was engaged 
for the Assay Office

21 Copper for alloy — Owing to the reduced rupee coinage during the year, the ex 
penditure of copper for alloy was much less and amountedto R 11,129, the expenditure in 
1900 1901 being R32,755 , the copper used for contingent purposes during the ytar was 
mainly for the manufacture of weights for the Opium Department and for minimum 
weights for Government Treasuries 

22 Local and English Stores —^ The total expenditure of both English and local 
stores amounted to R 1,08,293 during the year in the previous year the amount 
was R 1,11,127 Although the number of rupees coined was smaller than that of 
last year, there was a vtry large increase in the other denominations of the 
coinage of the year The number of small silver coins was over three times 
that of those struck in 1900 1901 , similarly with the British Dollars for the 
Chartered Bank, while in the case of the copper coinage the numbpr struck was more 
than double that of the previous year 

Contingent Charges —Transfer Charges —-Compared with the prev ious year, there 
were slight increases under both heads this year of 1^2,676 and R79Q, respectively, in the 
case of the former, the increase was due principally to a large purchase of scales for 
Opium Department and to freight on Europe Stores 

23 Miscellaneous Chatges external to Mint —There is an item of ££8,322 under 
this head on account of charges incurred by the Gwalior Durbar in connection with the 
remittances of Gwalior silver to this Mint and adjusted in the Audit Office as a Mint 
charge the slight increases over last year in the charges for printing and stationery were 
owing to forms and books of accounts required for the heavy uncurrent coin remittance 
work 

24 Pro formd Charges — There is a decrease of*R97,g4i during this year on interest 
owing to the smaller balances both of silver and copper The charges for the year 
amounted to R3, 89,564 against R.4,87,505 in 1900-1901 

25 Capital Account — Two sets of moulds obtained from the Bombay Mint as well 
as two sets procured from England were added to the plant of tfic Melting Department, 
as during the heavy coinage of 1900 1901 it was found that the number of moulds in this 
depart men t was insufficient to cope with the work Two double automatic weighing 
machines out of the number brought out from England were erected in the Weighing

COUNTERFEIT COINS AND STATEMENT OF OFFENCES AGAINST 

THE COINAGE 

a 7 Counterfeit Coins —A good many counterfeit coins were found in Government 
remittances received at the Mint, the counterfeits were all castings of ordinary execution, 
and the majority of them should have been detected at the remitting treasuries , this 
matter has been reported elsewhere 

The counterfeit coins sent to the Mint under Article 581, Civil Account Code, were 
mostly palpable castings, the number sent was larger than last year 

Several doubtful coins were also sent during the year by Treasuries and Railways 
for examination by the Mint, and among these were discovered one hundred counterfeit 
rupees which were ordinary castings not deserving special notice 

Under a recent order of Government, Railway Companies were prohibited from sending 
all their counterfeit coins & b the Mint, and it was ruled that exceptionally good specimens 
only should be sent by them through the Inspector General of Police The number 
received on account of Railways has therefore been fewer this year than last Most of 
these coins were found to be good castings invariably with slight defects in the milling 
There were a few castings of exceptionally good finish, that is good enough to deceive 
an expert 

Ihe silver fineness per mille of counterfeit castings according to Assay Office reports 
varied from 215 3 to 928 5 Many contained no silver whatever 

The moulds and implements used for c ounterfeitings which were sent to the Mint 
were of a very rough nature , they appeared to be in every case of local manufacture 

28 Offences against the Coinage —Prom a comparison of the figures of the last 
two years it appears there were fewer cases in 1901 190a of offences against the coinage, 
this may perhaps be due to the greater precautions being taken by coiners to evade the 
vigilance of the Police owing to the severer sentences that have recently been passed 
for such offences, but it is noticeable that there was a large increase over the previous 
year in the number of counterfeit coins cut at Treasuries

OFFENCES AGAINST THE COINAGE. 

16 Return of Counterfeit Coins — The usual return of counterfeit coins is appended 
to this report f 

In the Bombay Mint 1,250 counterfeit coins (1,118 Rupees, 42 Half rupees, 25 Quar 
ters and 65 One eighths) were received for examination during the year, as against 367 
in 1900 1901 

(1) Of these, 95 coins (54 castings and 41 struck) received from the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India and Rajputana-Malwa Railways under Govern- 
ment of India, Financial Department, No 1004 A, dated 21st February 
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1901, were ** exceptionally well executed/' and the fineness of the metal in 
those coins was m several instances above rupee standard, the highest being 
953 7 

(2) Two hundred and sixty-two coins (223 castings and 39 struck) were good 

enough to deceive the public, both as to execution and colour of metal, 
although some of these on being assayed were found to be of base metal, 
while two coins from Ratnagiri proved to be made of high touch silver 

(3) The remaining 893 coins (820 castings and 73 struck) were in the majority of 

cases inferior specimens of low touch silver or base metal, and almost all 
easily detectable 

Ihe second and third classes include coins which were returned to the Railways, as 
they did not fulQl the standard of excellence required by Government 

Amongst the coins received from the Bombay, Baroda and Central India and Kajput- 
ana Malwa Railways, there were three rupees struck from wrong dies, one of 1862 being 
marked M Victoria t mpress," and two of 1885 “ Victoria Queen " The execution of one 
of the latter was of so exceptional a quality that were it not for the mistake in the date — a 
point that might escape notice— <it could hardly be distinguished from a genuine product of 
the Bombay Mint 

A matter worth noting is the rapid increase there has been m the number of coins 
cut at Treasuries which report to Bombay during the past three years, as shown below —

Bengal and in the Native States of Mysore, Baroda, Kashmir and I’ati ila, subject to 
certain precautions and restrictions, and that no person should be allowed to embark with 
the objci t of making a pilgrimage to Mec< a, except at the ports of Porbandar in tne 
Presidency of Bombay and of Chittagong in Bengal 

2 The foregoing regulations were made in pursuance of the policy to which the 
Government of India have adh« red for the past four pilgrim seasons, of prohibiting the 
departure to the Ihdj iz of any person resident within an area infected with pligue This 
policy w is at no time agreeable to the Government of India They regretted the restric-

Rainfkfi summary for the seven days ending at 8 a m on Thursday, 
the 30th October 1902, based on the India Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 


With the exception of a few scattered showers, no rain has been received dnrmg the 
week m Northern India and the only ram of importance has been that given in the south 
of the Peninsula by the cyclonic storm which formed in the Bay during the previous week 
It approached the Coromandel Coast extremely slowly and did not actually cross the 
coast till the 28th, though it had been m existence in the Bay as a more or less well- 
defined depression since the 17th Rain due to the storm commenced in South 
India on the 23rd and continued daily m that area till the storm crossed the coast and 
advanced northwards into .the South 1 ) ccan The rainfall has been/hraviest on the 
Madras Coast Cuddaiore received 5 62 inches on the 24th , Madras 9 16 inches on the 
28th , Masuhpatam 9 5 mrlirs, tocanada 5 06 inclus and Vizagapatam 3 93 inches on the 
39th , and Corsnada f> 4 incht s and Masulipatam 5 inches on the 30th As the storm 
advanced northwards, it gave ram in the East Deccan, where Cuddapah received 2 89 
inches on the 29th 

Conditions were verv ft "bly uns ttled in Baluchistan and North West India on two 
occasions during the week, and Chaman r< ported 27 inch of rain on the 30th 

The rainfall of the week" was equal to or in excess of the normal m the East Coast, 
South India, the Deccan the West Satpuras, the West Coast, the North-West Dry Area, 
Baluchistan and the subdivisions of Indore, Lahore and Calcutta The excess was 
actually largest m the East Coast districts 

The seasonal rainfall from the 2nd May to the 30th October was practically normal or 
m slight excess every whe»e, except in Baluthi&tan, the West Satpuras and the subdivisions 
of Burdwan, Raipur, Jubbulpore Jaipur, Indore and Hyderabad (Deccan) The most 
important changes introduced during the past week in the seasonal distribution of rainfall 
are reductions in the deficiency shown last week in the subdivisions of Waltair, Bellary 
and Hyderabad (Deccan)

Draft Notification 

In exercise of the power conferred by section 9 of the Indian Petroleum Act, 1899 
(VIII of 1899), and with the prev ious sanction of the Governor General in Council, the Chief 
Commissioner is pleased to make the following rules to regulate the granting of licenses to 
possess and to transport petroleum in the Province of Ajmer-Mcrwara 


Possession of Petroleum 

I For the purposes of these rules, “ petroleum m bulk " means petroleum m any vessel 
or receptacle having a capacity of 300 gallons and upwaids 

II (1) The District Magistrate may grant licenses— 

( a ) in Form A for the possession of dangerous petroleum equal to or less than forty 
gallons, and 

(£) in Form B for the possession of pe roleum, other than dangerous petroleum and 
not being m bulk, m quantities exceeding 300 and not exceeding 5,000 
gallons 

(2) The District Magistrate, with the previous sanction of the iCommissioner, may 
grant licenses in Form C for the possession of petroleum, other than dangerous petroleum 
and neft being in bulk, in quantities exceeding 5,000 and not exceeding 50,000 allons 

(3j The Chief Commissioner may grant licenses for the possession — 

(a) of dangcious petroleum in quantities exceeding forty gallons, and 

(< b ) of petroleum, othe r than dangerous petroleum, m bulk , to be stored m accord 
ance with such special conditions as may in each case be prescribed by him 
and in places of which the plans and specifications have his previous approval 

III (r) Petroleum, of which the possession is permitted under 1 license m Form A or 
B, shall be stored in a building constructed of masonrv with a terraced or iron roof, and the 
doorways and other openings of the building shall be built up to a height of not less than 
two feet above the level of the road or street, or the floor shall be sunk to a depth of not 
less than two feet bqlow tiie level of the road or street, so that the petroleum cannot flow 
out of the building m case of tire 

(2) Petroleum, of which the possession is permitted under a license in Form C, shall be 
stored in a building constructed of masonry with a terraced or iron roof, and the doorways 
or other openings of the building shall be built up to a height of not less than three feet 
above the level of the road or street, or the floor shall be sunk to a depth of not less than 
three feet below the level of the road or street, so th it the petroleum cannot flow out of the

Madras — The rainfall of the week was good in the Carnatic and Southern districts , 
fair m Central and West Coast districts and the Nilgiris, and light or ml elsewhere Irri-

Ram has» again been practically confined to the extreme south of the Indian region, 
and even in this region has been kss heavy and less extensive than in preceding weeks 
Along the West Coast light showers occurred at several stations on the 21st, after which 
date the fall practically ct ased In South India there wcit moderate and general showers 
on the 2 1 st and 22nd, and light showeis on the 27th 1 he htavitst fall m 24 hours in this 
division was 2 inches at I richinopoly on the 21st Rain ft 11 over tht L ast Coast (South) 
on the 2 1st and 22nd and again on the 27th, the fall baling practically ceastd on the inter- 
vening days The rainfall m this area was htavier than in any other part ot India, falls of 
2 inches in 24 hours having been reported at Nrgapatam on the 2tst and of 2 5 inches at 
Madras and of 3 5 inches at Nt gapatam on the 27th , outside these three divisions any rain 
fall was exceedingly light, but showers were reported over t! e West Satpuras and the 
Deccan on the 21st, and on the Burma Coast on the 2*nd The weathei has been very 
unsettled during the week in the Persian area, and this unsettled weather extended eastward 
into Baluchistan on the 21st and into Kashmir and the extreme north-west of India on the 
24th, occasioning light showers in these regions I he remainder of India has been ramies* 

The tabic below shows that light rain was received during the week m the following 
divisions and sub divisions, tts — Burma Coast, the H imalayas and ‘-ub-Himaliya West, the 
North West Dry Area, Baluchistan Waltair, the West (. dast, the West Satpuras, Bijapur, 
Madura and the East Coast (South) The avt rage actual rainfall of the weex varied from 
a few cents in mbst divisions to over 4 inches in the East Coast (South) The week's 
rainfall was m considerable to large excess in the East Coast (South) division and the 
Madura sub division of South India, and in trifling excess in the Bijapur and Bombay 
sub-divisions and the Baluchistan division 

The seasonal percentage variations show a moderate excess of ram in the Madura sub- 
division and the East Coast (South) division, and a moderate deficiency of rain in the 
Bu~d wan, Raipur, Jubbul pore, Jaipur and Indore sub divisions, and a slight deficiency on 
the We&t Satpuras division and the Hyderabad sub-diwsion

(VIII of 1899;, and with tl e pre\ ious sanction of the Governor General in Council, the Chief 
Commissioner is pleased to make the following rules to tegulate the granting of licences to 
possess and to transport petroleum in the Province of Ajmer-Merwara 


• Possession of Petroleum 

I For the pur} oses of these rules, “ petroleum in bulk*’ means petroleum in any vessel 
or receptacle having a capacity of 300 gallons and upwards. 

II (1) J he Di trict Magistrate may grant licenses— 

(«) m Form A for the possession of dangerous petroleum equal to or less than forty 
gallons, and 

(£) in Form B for the possession of pe roleum, other than dangerous petroleum and 
not be ing in bulk, in quantities exceeding 500 and not exceeding 3,000 
gallons 

(2) The District Magistrate, with the previous sanction of the Commissioner, may 
grant Ucei ses in t orm C for thr possession of petroleum, other than dangerous petroleum 
and not being m bulk, in quantities exceeding 5,000 and not exceeding 50,000 gallons

case of petroleum to be transported in bulk by rail, shall state that the wagon in which it is 
to be carried has been approved as required by Rule VII (3)

1 awng heen 5 inches at ( uddalorc, 3 inches at Negapatain, 2 5 inches at Tmne\illy and 

2 inches at Mercara On the 6th ram continued o\er the three southern divisions nul had 
cxt« nded dong the West (past as well as into the Deccan the principal falls on this day 
were 4 25 inches at Cuddalore, 3 5 inches at Wellington and oier 2 inches at Calicut, 
Mercara, Karwar, Madura aud Chitaldroog On the 7th the lainfall deereased in amount 
and exte nt in the south, but have become heavier and more extensive in the north, having 
reached the No«-th Konkan (oast, the whole of tht Bombay Deccin and parts ot the Wesc 
and East Satpuras, the principal falls on this day were — W elhngton 3 inches, C uddalori 
2 inches and Sholapur and Bijapur over 1 inch On the 8th the rainfall conditions were 
geneially unchanged, showery weather prevails along the West Coast as far north as Bom 
bay in South India, in the Deccan, in the Sptpuras and in the south of the hast Coist, tin 
stations of Trichinopoly, Negapatam, Mangalore, Cuddalore and Alunednagar reporting

1 have received ahd considered your letter ot the lltli of June last 
(No 18 of 187?) enclosing a memorial from the Regent Ministers of Hyder- 
abad, praying for restoration to them of the administration of the Assigned 
Districts of Berar, and Your Excellency’s reply to that lequcst 

2 I concur with Your Excellency in thinking that the previous cone- 
spondence which has passed upon this subject dispenses with the necessity of 
examining and refuting the historical contentions put foi ward by the Ministers 
m support ot their prayer It is superfluous at this time to inquire into the 
grounds and motives which actuated those who concluded the Treaty of 1853 
The fact that it was signed, and that its provisions are binding on those who 
signed it, is the material fact with which Her Majesty’s Government on the 
one side and His Highness’s Government on the other sido have to deal To go 
behind it — to impugn the reasons which induced the signatories to conclude 
it, and on that ground to challenge its validity, is inconsistent with the practice 
of nations 

8 It would be sufficient, therefore, that I should now simply express my 
approval of the course which you have followed, and my concurrence m the 
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arguments which on this and on former occasions vour Government has em- 
ployed But in this and m former letters from the Ministers, a line of reason- 
ing has been pursued, ol which, if I do not take any notice, I may seem to have 
admitted tho legitimacy , and upon which, therefore, I will make some observa- 
tions 

4j A claim, as of right, to the restitution of tho admmistiation of Berar 
will be naturally sustained by appeals to the treaties and other formal obliga- 
tions of the British (jrovotnment To a cert un extent Ike aiguments advanced 
have been of this chaiacfei, and little as the Itegept Ministers .appear to Her 
Majesty's Goy eminent to have been successful m establishing their contention, 
no demur can so fai be made to the legitimacy ot the evidence to which they 
appeal But formal tieaties, oi instruments of like authority, aic by no means 
the only documents which they quote m seeking to fix a pledge or obligation 
on the Biitish Government A large portion ot their argument rests on expres- 
sions oi opinion by sc ii ants of that Government, contained m lotteis or minutes 
addressed by tlum, not to flic Ni/im and lus officers, but to then own superiors 
or suboidi nates It otlen happens that those papei s aie subsequently grvon to 
the world m i Pulianic ntaiy blue Book The Ministers appeal to assume that 
opinions which they find oxpiessed by highly placed officeis of tho Crown, and 
published in this mannoi, are binding upon Her Majesty’s Goyeinment, and 
constitute a pledge which the lattn may be called upon to iulhl It is very 
neoessaiy to point out that tins assumption is quite ungrounded 

5 In all Goy ei nments, and especially in *lie Government of India, it is 
generally icquisitc that public sc iy mts should recoitl the leasons on which any 
particular messute oi oulei is based The statement ol these reasons may take 
the foim of mstiuctions to the snhoi dm itc officer, bj whom the orders are to 
hi executed, ot they miv he contained m minutes ind it ports addiessed to Her 
Majesty’s Goynnmcnt m explanation ol the policy that 1ms been pursued 
Such documents, it they u< to be of any value, must contain not only letords 
oi fact, but statements of opinion upon disputable questions They ma> contain 
aiguments upon the lights and claims of pcisons concerned, upon contested 
questions ot obligation, upon controy i rted points ot external and internal law 
It must oceisioinlly happen that, m his i l cat men t oi these questions of opinion, 
the offictr may hold, and txpioss yyitli gicat distinctness, views which aie 
entirely at vanance w ith those ot the Government undoi which lie is serving , 
and, perhaps, the consciousness that Ins opinions are not geneially sliaied will 
lead him to dwell upon them at gieater length, and to advoc ite them with moie 
energy Tho Goy eminent may possibly appiovo tlie measures that have been 
taken hv an officer, yvhile dissenting trom his opinions upon matteis of con- 
troveisy , hut unless the statement ot these opinions contains matters requiring 
immediate decision, the y w ill piobably ho satisfied simply to appioy c his policy 
without cxpiessing anj judgment on his opinions The documouts maj, in due 
course, he published, hut it yyould he a gicat erron to assume that Hei Majesty’s 
Government arc in the slightest dcgice pledged to tlu* expiessions ot opinion 
or the intei piotation of documents, oi the estimate of lights, which the lopoits 
so published may he found to conti in No obligations can ho ocated on their 
part towaicls any ofchei person, except by assuiances addressed by thorn or on 
their beliali to lum for that puipost 

G It is, thoreloic, melovant to disc uss point by point the yanous opinions 
yvluch have been quoted during tins contioversy out of the official correspond- 
ence of various Governors Gcneial and othc r officers during the half century 
w hich elapse d Lctw ecn the sut render ol Berar by the British Government 
to the Nizam, and its ie assignment by the Treaties of 1853 and 1860 It 
would not lie difficult to show that the opinions attributed to the Marquis 
of Hastings, and the Marquis of Dalhousie, and the Bari Canning are not really 
dednoihlc trom the expiessions which aie quoted out of their correspondence 
But it is corap iiatiy dv of little impoitancc to ase< riara what is the signification 
ol then language , and tlu discussion might attach to it an exaggerated value 
It is essential to msisi that then meaning is melevantto the question of obliga- 
tion The pl< dges oi llcr Majesty m respect to Borar are to be found only m 
the formal engagements which havo been contracted on her behalf 
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7 The onlv formal engagements which are directly material to this con- 
troversy, are to be found ui the Treaties of 1853 md 1860 In order to eluci 
date the meanings of these documents, the Ministers dwell upon the conversa- 
tions which took place dui mg the negotiations between the Nizam and the 
British Residents, Colonel Low and Colonel Davidson , and tlioy seek apparently 
to establish that the Nizam had fully resolved not to cede the di^tnct m 
perpetuity, and that the arrangement to which he did agree was accepted by 
him rather in deferent to the superior material force of the British Govern 
ment, than ot his own genuine inclination Upon these latter circumst mces 
it is hardly neoessaty to ehlarge The Nizam appears to havi been guided by 
a fear of losing the Contingent, a body ol whoso utility to his Government, in 
spite of its costliness, he was well convinced But the obligations of the 
treaty can liaidly ho thought to tui n upon this point The doc trine that the 
validity ol a treaty is affected by the fact that one of the two parties signing 
it whs actuated in doing so by a consciousness of the maienal superiority of 
the othei, would, as I have already observed to you, he tatal to the mass of 
treaty lair over the whole of the ci\ ilizod world Nor is i f nettssaiy to inquire 
into tho e xact nature and application of the conversations which passed between 
the negotiators ol the Treaty of 1853 Its language inquires no elucidation, 
hut sets forth with perfect distinctness the nature of tin l elation which it was 
intended to establish It is manifest that the treaty docs not convey any 
absolute cession ot Bciar Lord Dalhousie appeals to have desired such m 
anangement, but the Nizam entci tamed insuperable oh |ec lions to it, and no 
attempt was made to force it on him It the cession had been absolute, tin 
entile sovereignty would have passed to the Butisli Cioyyn No transfer of 
sovereignty in lad took place, hut the t< lritory i cm lined among tho dominions 
ot the Nizam, as it had been he tore the trcity w is signed The Ni/im retained 
uuitnpauod all the personal dignity which this soveioignty had previously 
confericd upon him, anil the net revenue ot the pros mo , iftei all ch urges )1 
administration have been defrayed, has ever since been paid into bis tieasury 
All that lie parted with was the ictual conduct of the admimstiation So far 
the limited nature of the assignment is cleaily home out by the language of 
the tieatics, met has always been sciujmlously recognized m practice by Her 
Majesty’s Government 

8 But when the Mimsteis attempt to extend this unpoitant limitation m 
tho scope ot the assignment, by adding to it a limit ition m time as well, they 
are insoitmg mto tho treaty a stipulition ol which its actuil text does not beai 
the sliglitost trace Theic is no woid m it indicating anv te nn attcr the expna- 
tion ot which the assignment is to cease, oi vesting m one ot tlu signatones the 
power ol teiminating it at will It any intention had be cn* entci tamed of 
Axing a limit to the eluiation of the Bntish id ministration, oi oi making its 
continuance to depend on tlic will ot tin Nizam, woiels to that etleet would 
have been inserted The entire absence ol any such t wends is, m the judgment 
ot Hei Majesty's Government, decisive ol tins contioversy 

9 The llogent Ministers, on this, as on piowous occasions, do not ri'ly 
exclusively upon their claim to the 1 e-a^signment of terutoiy as of right, but 
entorce it by an appeal to the lavoui of llei Maj< sty, anil tho fi loudly relations 
which have long continued between the British Government and the Nizam 
While fully recognizing the satisiactory nature ol these lclations as they at 
present exist, and the advantage whioh then contmumce conic rs upon both 
Governments, I am unable to admit that a question ot this cliuactci can be 
disposed ot as a mattci of lavoui, oi that the policy of the British Government 
m respect to it can he looked upon as a test ol tho amicable intuit ot the 
sentiments they entertain towards the Government of tht Ni/am The matter 
m oontroveisy hcio is not dignity, or revenue, oi am mattci ol person ll enjoy- 
ment, it is the conti ol over tlie lives and pi opt lties of two millions of men 
In dealing with interests of this magnitude, Ilci Majesty’s Government must 
necessarily he guided by considciations of a moic uupciativc charactci than tlie 
sentiments, liowovei Inendly, which they entcitam towards anothci Govern- 
ment A very strong piesumption exists m such a case against distuibmg t 
state of things which was not only sanctioned by treaty, hut is now established 
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by usage It would bo invidious m this despatch to compare the relative 
merits of the British system of Government with that which has prevailed in 
the dominions of the Nizam during the period covered by the review of the 
Ministers But it may be at least confidently said that the two Governments 
differ widely m their methods, and that a thickly peopled territory could not 
be transferred from one system to the other without a disturbance m the most 
important circumstances of life being felt by every class of the population 
No doubt, the interests of the empire at large, and especially of the adjoining 
populations, and the character of the administrative system which ultimately 
takes root m the Nizam’s dominions, are consideiations germane to Buch an 
issue as the Ministers desne to raise But it would be necessary to make good 
a very strong ca«e of advantage on the whole to those who would bo affected, 
m ordor to overbear the weighty pioumption which treaties and the actual 
well-being of the Assigned Districts have established against a change 

10 Your Excellency, in replying to this appeal on the part of the Minis- 
ters to the favour of the Crown, has noticed the inconvenience of discussing 
questions of this kind, while the Nizam, on whose behalf they are professedly 
raised, is himself a minor In this opinion I entirely concur You go on to 
say, that it on Ills Highness undertaking the government, hi should desne to 
bring the whole ot the treaty arrangements between the two Gove rnments under 
general revision, the British Government will take His Highness's request into 
consideration I confirm this intimation on your pait on the understanding 
that in making it you do not m the slightest degree prejudice , by any present 
engagement, the discretion of the Government of the day to deal as it shall 
think expedient with any question submitted by the Nizam

2 This result may, no doubt, in a large measure bt attributable to the 
influence exercised by the prevailing scaicity both on the Civil Expenditure m 
respect of famine relief, and on the Military Commissauat Expenditure, owing 
to dearness of gram I observo, how ovei , that the avea a go payments made to 
the Nizam during the pentbd fiom 1892-93 to 1890-97, had fallen to Jtx 73,192, 
as compared with an average of Jtx 136,311 m the previous twenty years 

3 1 cannot legal d this state of things as satisfactory, and I commend the 
matter to the serious consideration ol Your Excellency's Government, w r ith a 
view to the adoption of such measuies of economy as may be found practicable, 
m order to establish tlic financial position of Berar on a basis which should 
provide an adequate surplus of revenue over expenditure for payment to the 
Nizam

In the course of his recent visit to Hyderabad, Hie Excellency the Viceroy 
arrived at a settlement of the Berar question with His Highness the Nizam 
This settlement was the result of informal and private communications that had 
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for some time been proceeding between His Excellency and His Highness As 
there is no official record of these communications, winch had been largely 
conducted by word of mouth, I am now to address you officially on the matter, 
and to instruct you to place befoie Ilis Highness the following statement < on- 
coming the proposals that were made, with a view to seeming llis Highness’s 
foimal confirmation of his acceptance 


2 There has been no discussion of the Berar question between tli< British 
Government and His Highness, since the correspondence that ended with the

Salisbury, m replying to a memoiidl from the llegent Ministers of Hyderabad, 
praying lor the restoration to them of the administration of the Assigned 
Districts of Beiar, stated at length the reasons which prevented Hir Lite 
Majesty's Goiemment from acceiding to any suoh leque^t He pointed out 
that tho engagements of II ei late Majesty m respect of iiciai woio to he found 
only in the two Tieaties ol 1853 and 1860, that no limitation of turn whateon 


was assigned to tho I ntish administration of Berar by eitlici ol those Tieaties, 
th«it a vei y strong presumption existed against the distui banco of a state of 
things wlncli w as not only sanctioned by Treaty, but was now established by 
usage, and that this piesumption was foi tilled by a considei ation of tlio actual 
well-being of the population in the Assigned Districts 


H At the same time, in thus icfusing the lequost ol the Regents, Lord 
Salisbui \ went on to say that, should His Highness the JSizam, w ho was at that 
time a minox, desire at a later d ite, aftei undertaking the govcinmeut ol his 
State, to bung tho whole oi the Treaty *uiaugc meats between Great But im 
and llvdeiabad undei genoial revision, tlio JJntish Government would take the 


request into tonsidi i ltion, but must icsuvf to the Government ol tho dav a 
full disc id ion to deal with the matter is they might find ivpi client 


4* This was the st*u ting point of tho leccnt communications, which wcie 
c onducted w ith the knowledge and authority ol 11 is Majesty’s Goicmmcnt, 
between Ilis Excellency the Viceioy and His Highness the Nizam Under- 
standing tint the latter was willing once again to hung the mnttci undei 
discussion. Ills Excellency suggested to His Highness the pioposiis which have 
since been act cpttd It was not sought on ntlier side to uyiye tlu contro- 
yeisies of the past They were regarded as having been determined by the 
reply of the British Government cont lined m the iloiosiul despatch ot Lord 
Salisbury l’he considei al ions that wc 10 already strong in 1878 bad manifestly

5 Although, as had been pointed out by Loul Salisbuxy, no limit oi time 
was fixed m citliei of tho Treaties of 1853 or I860 to British administration m 
the Assigned Districts, and although, in tho mteiests of Bcrar it sell, tlieie was 
no manifest leason foi any change m tin existing system, yet theie woie 
circumstances in the situation created by flic Troatios th it seemed to he suscc ptible 
of positive improvement m tho interests both ot the Bulish Government and 
still more of His Highness the Ni/am It yvas a considei ition ol these circum- 
stances, which 1 am now to recapitulate, that suggested to II >s Excellency tho 
Viceroy the proposals reccntlv put forward bv him, and that also commended 
them to the acceptance of the Nizam 

Firstly, it cannot he doubted that the system under which tho Assigned 
Districts ot Berar have been administered, according to the terms ot the Treaties, 
as a separate Province under the British Resident at Hyderabad has not been as 
economical as could he desired The result of a recent enquiry, oidered by the 
Government of India, into the civil administration of Berar has shown that.

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while it may be possible to introduce certain economies m the existing scale of 
expendituic m Berai, these economios can only bo insignificant, unless accom- 
panied by such a redistnlmlion of administrative authority as will enable the 
Government of India to incorporate the administration of Beiar with that of 
the neighbouring British Pi o vinces Such an amalgamation would render 
possible a reduction oi local staffs and establishments, and would finally 
assimilate the administrative standards of Beiar and of the adjacent districts of 
British India Hitherto tl is has been lendeied impossible by the Treaties The 
desirability of then levision, so as to admit ot a change m this respect, is 
greatly enhanced by the effect that has been produced by the same causes in 
curtailing the balances paid ovoi from v£ar to year to the Nizam Thus on 
both sides there would appear to be the strongest grounds ioi revising an 
arrangement that has been shown to he so wasteful of the nsouioes of each 

Secondly , thcio is similoi scope for reoi gamsat ion and retrenchment, though 
hitherto prevented by the same lctsons, in the ease of the militaiy force 
known as the Hyderabad Contingent Lnderthe Treaties it has been necessary 
to maintain this lorce as a scpaiatc unit at a recognised strength m certain 
stations m His Uigliness’s dominions The advantages that might accrue from 
any redistribution of strength, 01 reduction of numbers, still more from tho 
incorporation ol the Contingent with the noighhounng ioiccs of tho Indian 
Armv, have been prevented by the Ticatics An ariangement has thus been 
sleiootyped foi neuly hail a century aa Inch, as tune has passed and communi- 
cations have improved, has , »eariely been demanded foi Ihc adequate protection 
of His Highness's dominions, whilst it has imposed upon the Government of 
India a system compatible neithei with economy nor with efficiency of 
administration It must he to the interest of both parties that some change 
should be intioduced into this situation Noi a\ ill such a change, in all prob- 
ability, be less vrelcomt to the Ni/am, ll it is no longei consideied net cssary 
to maintain the separate existence 01 title of a ioice whose associations are 
believed to he somewhat im ldious to the feelings ot tho Hvdeiabad State and 
its Bulei 

Thirdly y while it has Iiplu shown to he dt suable, in the interests of both 
paities, tli it a complete icvisjon should take pi ice of tho conditions undci 
which Berar is at pi< sent administered and the Ha deiahad Contingent maintain- 
ed, it is even more desirable, m the mtcie&ts of the Nizam, and is certainly the 
w ish oi the Bntish Gove inment, that His Highness should receive from these 
portions of his terntoiy which have hitherto been assigneel a more regular and 
assuiod income than that which, undei the Ticatics, it has hitherto been iound 
possible to pay ovci to linn The terms of the Tieaties in this respect have in 
no way been departed fiom, nor lias any complaint been received from His 
Highness as to the nature or amount of the surpluses which fiom time to time 
he has leceivcd The Ticatics tin msclves, for the reasons alieudv named, have, 
liowovei, been fatal to leal economy ot adnunistiation, and, as a consequence, to 
the payment of laige surpluses The largest sur pi us that hascvci been paid over 
to His Highness the Nizam m any single yeai since lbGO was Its 19,73,000 m 
1887-88 In sc viral ytars, owing to famine oi other causes, there has been no 
surplus at all The av evago of the surpluses transferred to Hyderabad during the 
forty years between 1800 and 1900 amounted only to a fi action under nine 
lakhs per annum More recently all chance of a surplus payment to the Nizam 
for many yeais to come has been seriously affected, if not altogether destroyed, 
by the contraction of oti f tain loans, foi the repayment of which (capital and 
interest) the Berai surplus, when rheic is a surplus, has been made the chief 
security, t iz , (1) the loan of two croies fiom the Government ot India to the 
Hyderabad State m 1900, and (2) the 1 amine loans amounting to 1AL lakhs 
which have been made by the Government of India to Berar The interest 
upon the iormei, or Uvdcrabud loan, is lived at t per cent, and it is to he lepaid 
paitly by annual payments of 3 lakhs by tho Nizam, but in tbo main by 
annual instalments of 15 laklis, towards punoipal and interest, from the Berar 
surplus Tlie interest upon the second, oi Beiar loans, is 3 J per cent , and th&y 
am to be repaid by an annual instalment oi 5 lakhs a year from the Berar 
surplus spread ovei 28 years Should theio be no surplus in any year or 
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years, the repayment of these loans will be proportionately postponed In any 
case, it is dear that while Berar has for forty years been a source only of 
fluctuating and precarious revenue to the Hyderabad State, there is no chance, 
under existing conditions, of any change being effected m this condition of 
affairs for many years to come and that, even if such economics are introduced 
by the Government of India as have been shown by the recent enquiry to ho 
possible, it will not be the Nizam, but the Government of India, who Mill profit 
by the saving, in the gjtfatei rapidity with which their loans -will be lepaid 

6 These conditions suggested to His Excellency the Viceroy the arrange 
ment which he recently communicated to His Highness the Ni/am, and w Inch 
has been accepted by the latter The prestnt arrangement by which the Berai 
Districts arc assigned to the British Government will ho terminated The 
sovereignty of the Nizam over Berar is le-affirmed But His Highness under- 
takes to giant a lease in perpetuity to the British Government of the districts 
lntlier\o assigned, in letuin fora permanent annual lent of 25 lakhs The 
annual rent Mill not ho payable to IJis Highness in full foi scveial y cais to come, 
since a part of it must he devoted to effecting, under an arrangemont which will 
presently lie discussed, the liquidation of the loans for which the Berai Revenues 
have already been made the secunty As soon as these loans have been dis-

Government of India m making this pro- 
posal to vindicate in the fullest manner, compatible with convenience and 
reason, the sovcieignty of Ills Highness the Ni/im Indeed, Ins sovereignty 
over Berar will be not less, but if anything moio clearly acknowledged by the 
grant of a lease than by the cession ol an i^signmcnt Although the teuitones 
leased fiom His Highness may heioattci he adnnnistoied as part of a Butisli 
Province, the laws of Butisli India will only continue to apply tlnough the 
exercise of tho foreign juiisdiction of the G ovemor-G oneral m Council .Fur- 
ther, His Lxcelloncv tho A ncroy his signified Ins willingness, should the Nizam 
attach value to such a suagestion, to undeitakc th it the flag ot His Highness the 
Nizam shall he flown at the hcacl-quaitem ot the local ad ministration in Berai 
upon the anmversaiy ot the birth of His Highness, and that a salute should ho 
filed m lue honour on the same occasion This is a compliment that is not paid 
to the llulei oi the Hyderabad State under the existing ioim ol idministiation 

8 Theic is one point m connection with the suggested loduction m the 
Hyderabad Contingent, that was mentioned hy His Excellency to the Nizam 
and which I am msti noted to le quest you to bring again more paiticularly 
before the attention of life Highness to whom it was submitted hy you as fai 
back as January last, in the fiist out hue of the Viccioy’s scheme It has been 
proposed that the strength ot the Hydeiabad Contingent, that is of tho Indian 
ti oops who will m future ho stationed m Ills Ilighncss’s teintoncs, shall be 
reduced This is a concession which the Government of India aic willing to 
mako if His Highness can pen i passu see his vv ly to initiate a coi responding 
reduction in the number ot n regular tioops at present maintained by tho 
Hyderabad State These troops consist of 19,500 Tnen, and they cost the 
Hyderabad Treasury 45 lakhs a year Then numbers ax>pear to be fraught 
with some peril rather than w ltli any material advantage to the State , while the 
annual charge entailed is an expensivo and unneeessaiy burden The Govern- 
ment ot India are animated sololy by a regard for the best interests of the Nizam 
himself and of his State, in suggesting that a substantial leduction should be 
made in the strength ol this irrogulai force Tho proposal ol the Viceroy was 
that the number of troops m Hyderabad terntory, who are at present comprised 
in the Hyderabad Contingent, * e , 6,800 men, should be reduced to 4,500 — 
5,000 men, to be maintained in future at a reduced number of stations, and that 
the Nizam's irregular forces should be simultaneously reduced to 12,000, oi, if 
His Highness is agreeable, to 10,000 men 
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9 Different alternatives have been placed before His Highness for making 
to him an annual payment of rent pending the liquidation of the Hyderabad 
and Berar loans The arrangement that appeared to he most satisfactory 
would be tbo payment to lnm of an immediate cash benefit of lakhs a year 
for 20 years, and of 161 lakhs a year in the 21st and following years, culmina- 
ting m the full 25 laklis after both the loans had been fully repaid, which 
would be m about 30 years These payments would be made concurrently 
with the continuous liquidation of the loans , and Ills “Highness would continue 
to pay to the Government of India the 3 lakhs a year which he has undertaken 
to contribute towards the Hyderabad loan until it is fully repaid Under this 
ariangemcnt the annual rent of 25 lakhs would be thus distributed — 

(а) To the Nizam, 6} lakhs foi 20 years 16^ lakhs from the 2lBt year 

till the loans had been fully repaid theieafter 25 lakhs , 

(б) Towards the Berar loans, 10 lakhs for about 20 years , 

(c) Towaids the Hyderabad loan, 8£ lakhs 

The 10 lakhs a year would discharge the Berar loans, principal and interest 
m a fraction under 20 ycais , and the 8^ lakhs, with His Highness the 
Nizam’s 3 lakhs a year, making Hi lakhs m all, would discharge the 
Hyderabad loan in a fraction over 30 years By these means Ills Highness 
would rec eive in the next 30 years a total sum of 295 haklis, loans amounting 
to 311 lakhs lie mg m tho meantime discharged The Government of India in 
fact in return for the lease of Beiai will undertake to provide from its revenues 
and from their own resources a total sum of 636 lakhs in 30 years, and will 
promise to His Highlit ss an assured income of 25 lakhs a year afterwards If 
tho sui pluses m tho future were not to excoed the averago of the last 40 years, 
namely, 9 lakhs a year, that sum, even with the 3 lakhs payable towards the 
Hyderabad loan by His Highness, would not suffice to pav the interest on 
the two loans, and there would he nothing available either tor the repayment of 
the pnncipal or for payment to the Nizam These calculations aie, it is hoped, 
sufficient to show that the arrangement which has been proposed is conceived 
m a spirit ol no small generosity to the Nizam Should His Highness, in order 
to secuio a large 1 immediate annual benefit, desire to spread the suggested 
pajmont to himst If more evenly over the next 30 yoars, the Government of 
India would be willing to consider any pioposal to that effect Then desire is 
to place the contemplated pocumary advantage in the possession of His 
Highness in such form as may he most agreeable to him 

10 1 am to instruct you to placo the contents of this letter before His 
Highness the Nizam , and, in requesting fiom him an official confirmai ion of 
the" proposals to w Inch he has already signified his assent, to invite from him an 
expression of opinion on the points mentioned in tho letter upon which his final 
opinion stall leinams to be sought When His Highness’s reply has been 
received, I will then forward to you a formal agreement containing the terms 
of the settle merit as finally agreed upon, for the iomt signatuie of His Highness 
and of the Viceroy, oi of their several representatives 

11 In conclusion, I am to convey the grateful recognition of the Govornor- 
Geneial m Council of the extreme fucndliness dnd couite^y which have been 
displayed by Ills Highness the Nizam in the negotiations that have thus 
happily terminated, and to express a hope that tho settlement amved at, which 
is equally honourable to both paitios, and which has been framed m the best 
interests of each, w ill not merely remoy o the only shadow that lias ever appeared 
to fall upon the relations ol the Government of India and the Hyderabad State 
in the past, hut will tend to place them for all time upon a footing of undis- 
turbed confidence and amity

2 On the receipt of your instructions, I addressed the Minister to His 
Highness the Nizam m a letter No 4 P , dated the 7th May 1902, of which a 
copy is attaohed Consjdtiable delay occuried before I received the reply to 
this letter — due probably to the fnct that His Highness the Nizam was anxious 
to collect tho Views of Ins Minister and puncipal nobles and offici ils beioi e 
committing lnnis* If to an opinion on the points roterred to in paragraphs 8 and 
9 of your letter, on which an expression of His Highness s views was sought 

8 I have now the honour to submit (m original) a lettei No 3 C , dated 
the 14th July 1902, 1mm J i is llighncss’s Munster to my address, replying to my 
letter No 4 P , dated the 7tli May 1902 This letter, written by command ot 
His Highness the Ni/ un, states that His Highness formally accepts and officially 
confirms the agreement made between His Excellency the Viceioy and himseli, 
with regai d to the lease in perpetuity of Berai foi a permanent annual lent of 
Us 25 lakhs Having thus formally confirmed His Highness's acceptance 
of the agiocmcnt undo with Ills. Excellency the Viceioy — tho Ministers lottci 
proceeds to discuss the points mentioned in paragiajihs 8 and 9 ol my letter 
No 4-P , dated the 7th May 1002, and to communicate, is invited, an cxpicssion 
ol His Highness’s opinion on tlioso points, and concludes with the formulation 
of ceitiin requests which arc It. 1 1 to the final decision oi the Government of 
India — while liis Highness’s issent to the new agiecmcnt is not conditional on 
that decision 

4 1 will await the furthei orders of the Government of India before

Tieaty of the 21st May 185 i, m so i lr is they apply to the Hyderabad Contin- 
gent is me i cl i intended to ipplv to that portion of Article 3 oi the Treaty, 
wherein it is agiccd that, “ wlunsocver llic services ol the said Contingent may 
he lequiud thci shall be aflbidcd it all times to His Highness the Nizam fully 
and promptly thioughout lus whole Dominions, etc ” 

It is clearly understood by His Highness’s Minister that the new agree- 
ment docs not abrogate any ot the treaties now m force between the Govern- 
ment of India and His Highness the Nizam

In the course of lus recent visit to Hyderabad, His Excellency the Viceroy 
arrived at a settlement oi tlio Berar question with «His Highness the Nizam 
This settlement was tlu result of informal aud private communications that had 
foi some tuno boon pioc ceding between His Excellency and His Highness As 
tlieie is no official it cord ot those communications, which had been largly con- 
ducted by word ot mouth, I have now the houour to addiess you on the matter, 
and to lequcst vou to plict he lore His Highness the lollowing statement con- 
cerning the pioposals tint weio made, with a view to securing His Highness’s 
format coufiimitum of his acceptance 

2 Theie has been no discussion of the Berar question between the British 
Government and His Uighnoss, since the coirespondence that ended with the 
despatch of Lord Salisbuiy (at that time Secretary of State foi India), dated 
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28th Mai ch 1878 On that occasion Lord Salisbury, in replying to a memorial 
fiom the Recent Ministers of Hyderabad, praying for the rest oi at ion to them of 
the administration ot the Assigned Districts oi Berar, staled at length the 
icasons which pi evented llei Lite Majesty’s Government from acceding to any 
such leqnest lie pointed out that the engagements of Her laie Majesty in 
respect of Berai were to be found onl\ in the two Ticaties of 3858 and 1860, 
that no limitation oi time whatever was assigned to the Butisb administration 
of Bciat by cithci of those Treaties, that a very atrong presumption existed 
against the distuibancc of a state ot tilings w huh was 'not only sanctioned by 
Treaty, but was now established by usage , and that? this presumption was forti- 
fied by a consideration oi the actual well-being ol the population in the Assigned 
Distncts 

3 At tho same time in thus refusing the request of the Regents, Lord 
Salisbury wcut on to say that, should llis Highness the Nizam, who was at that 
lime a minor, desire it a later date, aller undertaking tho government ot his 
State, to lnmg the whole of the Tieatv auangtments bctwttn Great Britain and 
Hyderabad unde i geneial revision, the Bntish Government would take the 
request into const delation, but must rescue to the Government oi the day a full 
discretion to deal with the mallei as they might find expedient 

4 ’Jins was tlie staitmg point of the rece»nt communications, which were 
conducted with the knowledge ind authonty of Ills Majesty’s Government, 
between llis Lxe ellency tlie A iceroy and His Highness the Nizam Under- 
standing that the lattci was willing once again to bring the matter under dis- 
cussion, Hjs Lxctlleney suggested to llis Highness tlie proposals which have 
since been accepted Jt was not sought on cither side to lcvive the contro- 
■v ci sics oi llie past They wcie legaided is having been deteimmed by the 
leply ol the Bntisl Government contained in tho aforesaid despatch of Loid 
balishuiv The considerations 111 it were alitady stiong m 1878 had manifestly 
gaiTK d, inste ad oi losing, m force elui mg an additional quaiter oi a century of 
Bntish admmisti ation They precluded the it vival ot a request that had even 
then been lcjtcted without qualific ation But this did not lcndcithe Bntish 
Gov ti mm nt less willing in 1002 th in they had been in 1878 to considei any 
solution that might conduce to the mte icsts of the llvde mb id admmisti ition, 
to tho satisfaction of its Rulci, and to the permanent maintenance ot tlie happy 
relations that have so long prevailed between tlie Paiamount Power and the 
Hydcitxlmd State 

5 Although, as had been pointed out by Lorel Salisbury, no limit of time 
was fixed m eitliei oi the Treaties e»i 1853 oi 1800 to British administration m 
the Assigned Distncts, and although, in tlie inleiests of Berar it&cli, there was 
no manliest nason ioi any clianco m the existing system, yet theie were cir- 
cunist mas m tlie situation created by the Treaties that seemed to he susceptible 
ot positive improve me nt in the interests both ot the British Government and 
still raoic of ills Highness the Nizam It w ip a consideiation ot these cucum* 
st en ccs, which 1 am now to recapitulate, that suggested to His Excellency the 
Aieeioy the proposals ree cntly put iorwaid by him, and that also commended 
them to the acceptance of the Nizim 

FnstlVy — it e annot he doubted that the sv stem under which the Assigned 
Dish ids oi Bciai have been administered according to the trims of the Treaties, 
as a separate Province under the Bntish Resident at Hyderabad has not been as 
economical ns could he desired The result of a icccnt enquiry, oidered by the 
Government ol India ufto the civil ad nnnisti ation ot Berar has shown that, while 
it m iy ho possible to introduce ceitam economics m the existing scale of expend- 
iture in Beiar, these economics can only he insignificant, unless accompanied by 
suih a redistribution ot idmimsti itive authonly as will enable tho Government 
oi India to me orpoiate tlie admmisti ation ot Berar with that of the neighbouring 
Bntish Provinces Such an amalgimation would lender possible a reduction of 
local staffs and establishments, and would finally assimilate the administrative 
stand uds ot Berai and of the aeljumt districts ol Bntish India Hitherto this 
lias been rende led impossible by the Tieatics The desirability of then levision, 
so as to admit of a change m this rospect is greatly enhanced by tho eflect that 
has been produced by the same causers in curtailing the balances paid oyer from 
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year to year to (he Nizam Tims on "both sides there would appear to he the 
strongest grounds for revising an arrangement that has been shown to be so 
was tel ul ot the resources of each 

Secondly , — theie is similar scope for reorganisation and retrenchment, 
though hitherto prevented bj the some reasons, in the case of the Military foice 
known as the Hyderabad Contingent TJndei the Tieatics it has been necessary 
to maintain this iorce as a separate unit at a recognised strength in ccitain 
stations m His HighnesW Dominions The advantages that might accrue irom 
any redistribution of strength, or reduction of numbeis, still more from the in- 
corporation of t*hc Contingent with the neigbboimng iorees of tho Indian Army, 
have been pievented by the Treaties An arrangement has thus been stoieotvpcd 
for neatly hall a century, which, as tune lias parsed and communications hive 
improved, has spaicely been demanded for the adequate protection of Ills Jtligh- 
ness’s Dominions, whilst it lias imposed upon the Government o± India a system 
compatible neither with economy noi with efficiency of administration It must 
be to the interest of both paitus that some change should be inttoduccd mto 
this situation Nor will such a change, in all probability, be less welcome to 
His Highness the Nizam, if it is no longei consult ltd nect^mv to maintain the 
sopaiatc existence or title of a tone whose associations aie believed to be some- 
what invidious to the ieelmgs of the Hjdeialiad State and its liulci 

Thirdly , — while it has been shewn to be dost table, m the inteicsts of both 
parties, that a complete revision should take place ot the conditions undci which 
Beiai is at piesent admimsteicd and tho Htdcubad Contingent maintained, it is 
even more desu iblc, m the mt crests of the Ni/am, and is ceitamly the wish of 
the British Government, that Ills Highness should receive fiom those portions 
of his territory whuli have liitheito been assigned, a moio legulu and assured

surplus, when there is a suiplus, has been made the chief secunty, i iz — (I) the 
loan of two erores irom the Government oL Indu to the Tlydoiibid Stite in. 
1900, and (2) tlie famine loans amounting to 111 lakhs which hive been made 
by the Government of India, to Beiar The mtciest upon the ioimer, or Hy- 
derabad loan, is .fixed at 4 per cent anel it is to be lepaul paitly l>v annual 
payments of 3 lakhs bv tho Ni/un, but in the main by Jiuni il instalments 
of 16 lakhs, towards pnneipal .inel interest fiom the B< lai suiplus r Ihe 
interest upon tho second, or Beiar loans, is 3^ pe i cent, and they aietobe

6 These conditions suggested to His Excellency the arrangement which 
be recently communicated to His Highness the Nizam, and which has been 
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accepted by the latter The present arrangement by which the Berar Districts 
are- assigned to the British Government will be teimmated The sovereignty of 
the Nizam over Berar is re-aiUrrned But His Highness undertakes to giant a 
lease in perpetuity to the British Government of the districts hitherto assigned, 
m return foi a permanent annual rent ot 25 Jaklis The annual rent will not be 
payable to His Highness in full for several years to come, since a part of it must 
be devoted to effecting, under an arrangement which will presently be discussed, 
the liquidation of the loans for which the Berar Ke\ enues ha> e already been 
made the sccui lty Ab soon as these loans have been dfsehniged the annual rent 
will he pavable m full to His Highness the Nizam # or their pg,rt the Govern-

giant ot a lease than by the cession of an assignment Although the tciritones 
leased from His Highness mnv licreaflei be admimstcicd ns pai t of a British 
Province, the laws of Butish India will only continue to applv through the exer- 
cise of the foreign jurisdition of the Governor Gc n< ral m Council Fuither, 
H-s Bxcelleney the Viceioy h is signified his willingness, should the Nizam 
attach value to such a suggestion, to uiulortakc that the fi ot His Highness 
the Nizam shall be flown at the bead quarters oi the local administration in 
Berai upon the anniversary ot the bittli oi His Highness, and that a salute 
should be filed m Ins honoui on the same occasion r Ilus is a compliment that

8 There is one point in conneetion with the suggested reduction in the 
Hj derabad Contingent, that w as mentioned bv His Ixt < He nr y to the Nizam, and 
wlinh 1 am to icquesf you to bring ignin moie paituulnlj btlon tlie ittrntion 
of His Highness to whom it w is submitted by me as for hick as January last, m 
tlic first outline of the Viceroy’s scheme It lias hern pioposrdtli it tin strength 
ot the Hjdci ibad Contingent, that is of the Indian tioops who will m futuie be 
stationed m His Highness’s territoncs, shall he reduced This is a concession 
which the Government of India ire willing to make il His Highness can part 
passu see his way to initiate a coriespoudmg l eduction in the numbet of irregular 
troops at present maintained by the Hyderabad St ite These troops consist 
of 19,500 men, and tli^v cost tko Hyderabad 'treasury 45 lakhs a year Their 
numbcis appear to be fraught with sc ‘me peril lather than with any matenol 

’advantage to the State , while the annual ch irge entailed is an expensive and 
unnecessary buidcn The Government of India hre animated solely bv a icgard 
for the best mtciests of tlie Nizam himselt and oi his Stite, in suggesting that a 
substantial reduction should be made in tlie stiengtb ol tins irregular foice The 
proposal of the Viceroy was that tlio number ot tioops in Hyderabad territory, 
who are at present comprised in the Hyderabad Contingent, * e , 6,800 men, 
should be reduced to 4,500 — 5,000 men, to be maintained m future at a reduced 
number of stations, and that the Ni/am’s irregular lorccs should be simulta- 
neously reduced to 12,000 oi, if His Highness is agreeahlo, to 10,000 men 

9 Diffeient alternatives have been placed befoie His Highness for making 
to lnm an annual payment of lent pending the liquidation of the Hyderabad 
and Borai loans I he arrangement that appeared to be most satisfactory would 
be tbe payment to lum of an immediate cash benefit of 6& lakbs a year for 20 
years and of 16£ lakhs a year m the 21st and following years, culminating m the 
full 25 lakhs after both the loans had been fully repaid, which would be in about 
30 years These payments would he made concurrently with the continuous 
liquidation of the loans , and Hib Highness would continue to pay to the Govern- 
ment of India the 3 lakhs a year which he has undertaken to contribute towards 
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the Hyderabad loan until it is fully repaid Under this arrangement the annual * 
rent of 25 lakhs would be thus distributed 

(а) To the Nizam, 6-| lakhs for 20 years 16 & lakhs from the 21st year till

The 10 lakhs a year would diseliargo the Berar loans, principal and intei est, m 
a fraction under 20 years and the 8-^ lakhs, with His Highness the Nizam's 3 
lakhs a year, makirg 1LJ- lakhs m all, would di^ohaige the Hyderabad loan in a 
fraction over 30 years By these means His Highness would receive in the next 
30 years a total sum of 295 lakhs, loans amounting to 341 lakhs being in tho 
mean tim e discharged The Government of India in fact in return for the ltase 
of Berar will Undertake to provide from its revenues and from their own lesourees 
a total sum of 036 lakhs in 30 years, and \\ ill promise to His Highness an 
assured income ol 25 lakhs a year afterw ards If the surpluses m the future 
were not to exceed the average of the last 40 years, namely 9 lakhs a year, that 
sum, even with the 3 lakhs pajable towards the Ilydeiabad loan by llis High- 
ness, would not suffice to pay the interest on the tvAO loans, and theie would be 
nothing available < ither for the repayment of the principal or for payment to the 
Nizam These calculations arc, it is hoped, sufficient to show that the ai range- 
mint which has been pioposed is conceived in a •-.puil of no small generosity to 
the Nizam Should His Highness, in oider to secure a large immediate benefit, 
desire to spread the suggested payment to himself more evenly over the next 30 
j ears, the Gove rnment ol India would be willing to consider any proposal to that 
effect Their desiro is to place the contemplated pecuniary advantage in the 
possession of His Highness m such form as may be most agreeable to him 

10 I am directed by His Excellency the Yieeroy to 1 ly the contents of this 
letter befoie His Highness the Nizam and, in requesting from him an official 
confirmation of the proposals to wlmli he has alieady signified lus assent, to 
invite fiom His Highness an expicsmon of opinion on tin points upon which his 
final opinion still remains to be sought I would, therefore, beg you to submit 
this letter to His Highness and to explain that the points on w hu h llis Excellency 
tlu Vueiov invites an expiession of opinion arc con t lined m paragraphs 8 
and 9 When His Highness's replv is received T shall have the honour to submit 
it for tbo mfoimation of llis E\cclhmy tho Vic< n»v , and, m duo course, a 
formal agreement containing the terms of the settle menfc as finally agreed upon 
will be lorwardcd for the joint signature oi His Highness and ot the Vieoroj , or

honourable to both parties, hnd which has been f i amod iu the best interests 
of each, will not merelj remove the only shadow that has ever app< ared to fall

4 I now pi ficeed to answer paragraphs 8 and 9 of your letter under 
acknowledgment, and these paragraphs may be summarised as follows — 

(a) The reduction in numbers of the Hyderabad Contingent troops, and 

thnr maintenance in future at a reduced number of stations, 
as also the final incorporation of these troops m the Indian Army 

(b) A corresponding reduction m the number of irregular troops at 

prestnt maintained by the Hyderabad State 

(c) The manner m w Inch the annual rent of 25 lakhs is to be paid, 

pending the liquidation oi the Hyderabad loan and the Berai 
Famine loan 

5 I am commanded by His Highness to say that he understands that, 
whatever change may be made in the number and designation of the troops 
maintained lieieafter by the Government of India in Hyderabad territory, the 
teims con tuned m clauses 2 and 3 of Ihe Treaty of the 21st May 1853, m so 
fai astbtj apply to the Hyderabad Contingent, will be stuctly observed and 
maintain! d m respecl of the tioops ot the Indian Army stationed in His High- 
ness’s Dominions, ind paid from the Revenues of Berar 

0 Ills Highness highly appreciates the kind advice given by the Govern- 
ment of India, m connection with the reduction m the number of irregular 
troops This is a matter which, as you are aware, has been engaging His 
Highness’s attention for some time past, and the reductions already effected 
hive been otficully intimated to the llon’ble the Resident from time to time — 
vide correspondence ending with mj lettei No 1311, dated the 12th September 
1900 His Highness, wlulc accepting the advice of the Government ot India, 
and agieeing with them as to the necessity of reducing the existing stiongth 
of tbo 11 jdti ib »d lnegular troops, desnts to point out that the reduction of 
these tioops involies m my dt lie ate and difficult questions Ills Highness, 
how i vei, agiees that, after < srolullv oonsidti mg the requirements of the city 
and the distucts, lie will, if possible, i educe the number to 3 2,000 men, when 
tins reduction cin ho tarritd out with due regard to the claims of those who 
are employed, and without causing dissatisfaction and discontent 

7 Tho point dealt with in paragraph 9 is connected to a oertam extent 
with the views expressed in sub-pai agraph 3 of paragraph 6, as also m 
paragraph 6 of youi letter His Highness has no hesitation in accepting the 
proposed arrangement as regaids the annual payment of the rent, and His 
Highness’s Government w r dl continue to pay to the Government of India the 
three lakhs a year w Inch tlu y have undertaht n to contribute towards the 
Hyderabad loan, until it is fully icpaid With reference to the concluding 
portion of paragraph 9 of } our letter. His Highness would wish to secure a 
larger immediate benefit resulting lrom the proposal of spreading tho suggested 
paiment to fiimwlt more c\tnly over the next thirty years <If this can be 
done. His Highness will leel greatly obliged But at the same time His High- 
ness desires to reserve the right ol making larger payments than the instal- 
ments that may bo fixed upon, or of paying off the whole balance of the loan, 
should he, at any time, be in a position to do so 

8 I am, liowevei, to request that the actual amount of instalments to be 
paid in liquidation of the two loans, may be left undetermined until a decision is 
arrived at as to the exact amount of the Famine loan now due by the Berar 
Piovince to the Government of India In this connection I am desired by 
His Highness to point out that a large leservo balance of something like thnty 
lakhs is alwais kept m the Beiar Treasuries to meet current expenses This 
reseive balance pertains to the surplus payable to His Highness's Government 
according to the terms of the Treaty of 1853, and I am to enquire whether the 
amount of this roserve balance has been deducted from the loan received by 
Berar from the Government of India Further, as some proportion of the 
famine expenditure in Berar is represented by public works which will remain 
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as an asset, I am to enquire whether the value of these works has been deducted 
from the famine debt of the Province Hrs Iligbness earnestly hopes that, in 
view of the fact that he has been made liable lor the Beiai Jb amine loan, the 
point he has now urged will receive the most favourable consideiation ot the 
Government of India. 

9 There are a few other points which require settlement, and these I 
mention below — 

(1) In good seasons or in bad seasons the amount of rent now fixed, ms , 

. Re 26 lakhs per annum, should be regulaily paid to His High- 
ness's Government 

(2) His Highness’s Government should be absolved from all future 

> responsibility, financial oi otherwise, should unhappily any 

famines occur in the Berar Province 

• (3) His Highness’s Government should also be absolved, as hcretolore, 

from responsibility for payment of certain chouth allowances and 
pensions mentioned in Article 6 of the Treaty, dated 31st Decern- 
ber 1860 

(4) When the number of stations of the Hyderabad Contingent troops 
are l educed, tlio lands, etc , of such stations should revert to His 
Highness’s Government 

(6) Should the Hyderabad Contingent troops be incorporated m the 
Indian Auny, all tree Rum nabs hithoito granted to these tioops 
should levert to His Highness’s Government 

10 I have kepi paragraph 7 of \our letter to answer at the last His 
Highness is extremely obligf d to Ills Excellency tlio Viceroy for his proposal 
to vindicate m tlio fullest manner, compatible with convenience and leason, 
the soceioignty of Ills Highness the Nizam over Beiar His Highness accepts 
with plcasutc the suggestion made that his flag should be flown at the luad- 
quartcis of tlio local administration in Berai on tins anmveis uy of the birth 
ot His Highness, and tbit a salute should be hied in lus lionoui on the same 
occasion His Highness, however, should be turtlior obliged if thesi ceremonies 
weio also obseived on the oci asions of the Eed ul Fitr (Ramnn) ind Etd-uz- 
Zoha (Bukkur Eed), md if on all these oocasious JtLkulhas weio read m the 
mosques 

11 I am to state that the icquests made in tins lettei are left to tho final 
decision of tho Government ot India, and that His Highness’s assent to the 
new agreement is not conditional on that decision 1 am also to express the 
fullest relianoo of His Highness’s Government on receiving the most friendly 
and liberal tieatment at the hands of the Government ot India 

12 In conclusion His Highness dt sires to tender to His Excellency the 
Viceroy and to yourself bis most cordial thanks for the great fiicndliness atid 
courtesy that have been shown to him m bunging to an amic ibk settlement 
this most important mattei, and to express His Highness’s euntst hope that 
this settlement will tend to piomote and strengthen the happy relations which 
have always existed between the Government ot India and the Hvderabad 
State

Agreement, both copies of it should be returned to tins office for ratification by 
Ills Excellency the Viceroy, and one ot the copies will then be forwarded to you 
for delivery to the Durbar 

8 You will notice that the Agreement contains 1 ^ reference to Article 3 
of the Treaty ot the 21st May 1853, which meets the wishes ot Ills Highness the 
Nizam as stated m the 5th paragraph of the Minister’s lettei* of tfie 14th July, 
anrl as explained in the 4th paragraph of yo ir letter under reply Article 2 
of the 1 reaty of 3 863 is not affected by the new Agreement, and as regards 
Article 3, while it is an essesstial part ol the settlement now made that the troops 
maintained in lieu ot the Hj derabad Contingent shall bo no longer controlled 
through the Resident, the Government of India leadily agree that the services 
of these troops, it required, shall he lully and promptly afforded at all times 
to His Highness the Nizam throughout his dominions 

4 The Government of India haie learnt with pleasure that His High- 
ness the Nizam acctpts then advic< as to the need of a reduction m the numbei 
ot his iritgular tioops, and they note with much satisfaction that he agrees to 
diminish them, if possible, to 12,000 men It is recognised that the promise of 
so considerable a reduction will require time tor its complete fulfilment But 
you should point out to Ilis lii&Jmoss the importance of taking some immediate 
steps to cany out the me t>uro to w Inch he has now' signified his assent, since 
upon this loduction d< pends the com spending reduction ihnt the Government 
oi India desneto effect in 1 lie nnrnbei of their troops stationed in His Highness’s 
dominions lhe Government of India confidently hope that Ilis Highness’s 
Government will approach fho matter without del vy m a business-like spn it, 
and wall lose no time m devising the means tor effecting a letorm of so much 
financial benefit to the Stale 

5 I am now to communicate to you the doc lsion of the Government of 
India upon tlie other icquests that aio contained m the Mmistci’s letter The 
Government of India readily agree to tho pioposal m pnagrapli 7 of the 
M i mstei’s letter that a laiger immediate annual be nt fit should be stciued to His 
Highness by spieading the payments to himself more evenly ovei tho next 
30 "years, and in view ot the 1 eduction in the Btrar famine loans which will be 
referred to later on, they propose that tho distribution of tho rent of 25 lakhs 
should ho as follows until these loans and the derabad loan are repaid — 

10 lakhs to His Highness the Nizam 

7 „ towards the Berar loans 

8 „ towards the II jdtiabad loan 

The last-named payment is, of course, in addition tq the 3 faklis per annum which 
His Highness has agreed to pay from Hyderabad revenues lhe effect of these 
payments m extinguishing the loans will bo explained later I am to add 
that there will be no objection to His Highnoss making larger repayments of 
the principal of these loans when he is in a position to do so, provided this is 
not done by lncuirmg iresh loans , but the Government of India will require 
six months’ pievious notico of the amount ol such excess repayment, and of the 
date upon which it will be made 

6 In paragraph 8 of his letter tho Minister asks that the reserve or 
working balance in the Berar treasuries, and also the value of the public works 
constructed out of the famine expendituie, may be deducted from the Berar 
famine loans As legards the first part of his request, I am to explain that, 
while it is true that a part of the c ish balance m Berar has been built up 
out ot the surplus revenue, to winch the Nizam’s Government was entitled, 
the actual cash balance consists not only of the unpaid portion of the surplus, 
but of ttic balances of Local funds, ol J udicial and Revenue deposits, and of 
other sums held on behalf of persons other than Government Even, therefore, 
on the assumption that the Nizam has a claim to a portion of the balance, it is 
reasonable to hold that only so much of the cash balance as represents the 
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unpaid portion of past surpluses can rightly be credited in deduction of the 
famine loans There is, however, equal force in the argument that the Nizam 
is not ceding Berar, but is merely consenting to certain improvements in the 
existing arrangements , and that since a working balance was necessary and 
would have been retained undei the old assignment, it is equally neoessarv 
and should, therefore, be retained for the working of the new lease Never- 
theless the Government of India, m their anxiety to deal m this matter with 
, the Nizam’s Government in a spirit of the utmost liberality and m a way which 
shall admit of no criticism or dispute, have decided to make to His Highness a 
full and ample* payment m satisfaction of all actual or possible claims The 
sum that they are piepared to hand over is the whole of the actual cash balance 
on the date upon which the new settlement will come into lorce It is 
proposed that this should be the 1st October n< xt The amount of the actual 
cash balance of feerai on that date, which, is will be shown presently, may not 
improbably amount to 40 lakhs, will be communicated toyouloi Ills Highness's 
information, and the whole amount will be taken in reduction of the Berar 
famine loans 

7 The above remarks will have made cleai that the second lequest of His 
Highness, namely, that the value of the lam me works that have been constructed 
from the famine expenditure should also be taken as a si t oil against the 
famine loans, is one with which the Government ot India have not found it 
possible to comply It is open to them to contend that the noimal cost oi these 
works ir for the most part a meie forest ilment of expenditure which would 
probably have bien undertaken latei if the need for lanune expenditure had not 
lminoditon But, on the othei hand, in any well ltgulated administration the 
cost ol famines should oidinanlv he met iiom the surplus ot past yeais, and m 
the case of Berar the whole ot the suiplus (including, undei the piesent orders, 
the working balance) having been mado over to the ISiizam, the latter cannot 
fanly expect to receive ciedit also tor the value of works the cost of which 
forms a proper charge against that surplus It must be recollected that the 
true value of famine works is always difficult to ascei tain, and it is estimated 
bj the Public Works Department of the Government of India that w Berar then 
value will not exceed about 11-J lakhs, smeo many oi the works begun willnevei 
be completed, while others, such as railway embankments, will probably be 
destroyed befoie they can be used Moreover, the Government of India aie 
unable to lecogmse any difference ol principle between these works and other 
public work-* constiucted in the past from the revenues ol Beiar, the value 
ot which will also remain m the province For these reasons, it is impossible 
to accede to this request of His Highness, apart from, oi outside of, the general 
settlement which has bet n proffeied in the preceding paragraph 

8 I am to enclose statements showing particulars of the tiansaetions up 
to the present date connected w ith the principal of (i) the Beiar famine loans, 
and (u) the Hyderabad loan It will he seen that the loimei loans have already 
been reduced to 116 lakhs * If the cash balance on tiie 1st October amounts to 40 
lakhs, as is not improbable, these loans will he reduced iuither to about 76 
lakhs, and by the proposed payment of 7 lakhs a yeai they will be discharged 
with interest m about 14 yeais Irom the 16th ye*u thcielo^, on the suppo- 
sition above m tdc as to the amount ot the c ash bal uite at the beginning of 
October, the cash payment to the JSizam will be increased iiom 10 likhs pei 
annum, as stated in paiagiaph 6, to 17 lakhs per annum this increase will 
occur sooner if the cash Lalance of October is higher tlmu 40 lakhs, and later if 
the cash balance is lower Ihe b ilance ot the ltydeiabul loin, 186 likus, by 
the annual payment ot 11 lakhs (8 lakhs irom the annual Beiar lent and 6 
lakhs from Hyderabad revenues), will be completely discharged with interest m 
about 29 years, after which His Highness will nceive the lull lout ot 25 lakhs 
per annum As the new Agri ement is to have cllect iiom the IstOotobei 1902, 
the Government ot India are willing to agice that the hist payment and distri- 
bution ol the 26 lakhs in the mannei proposed should bo made on the 1st April 
1903, and thereafter on the 1st Apnl in e<uh yeai It is hoped that this 
arrangement will prove agreeable to His Highness, and will prove to him the 
sincerity of the Government of India's desire to conclude this settlement with a 
due regard to his wishes, and on generous as well as equitable terms It will be 
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understood that the periods mentioned m this paragraph for the liquidation of the 
loans are approximate only The actual process of liquidation will he as follows 
from the 7 lakhs to be paid on the 1st ot April of each year towards the Berar 
famine loans, tlio amount of interest due and unpaid up to that date will be 
first discharged, and the balance Mill be credited to the principal of the loans, 
the process continuing until the annual credits to principal have discharged the 
whole of the loans The annual payment of 11 lakhs towards the Hydeiabad 
loan -will be similarly distributed every ycai between interest and principal till 
the whole principal is repaid 

0 As legards the points discussed m paragraph 9 of the Minister’s letter, 
the Government of India agree to proposals 1, 2 and 3 It mbs always intended 
that, under the new settlement, the responsibility tor futuie famine expenditure 
should i«st upon the Government of India, and the new Agreement does not 
affict the pio\isions oi the Treaty ot 1800 in legaid to the payment ot the 
Chouth allowances md pensions, which aie mentioned m Aiticle Oof that Tieaty 
The Government of India also agree that, if the number oi stations now occupied 
by the Hyderabad Contingent is" reduced, tlio lands hitherto occupied by the 
troops m the abandoned stations will revert to His Highness, subject to the 
reservation of all private rights in such lands Smnlaily, all free rumnahs at 
the stations that may be given up will also i evert to His Highniss’s Govern- 
ment, hut m any stations that may be retained, it is considered that the free 
lumnahs hilheito attached to them should continue to be available as hertto- 
ioie for the use of the troops The above-named reversion will, of course, not 
apply to the st ition of EUiclipur in Berar, which, in common with the whole 
ol that province, will remain oxclusivt ly under Butish administration 

10 As His Highness the Nizam accepts the concession which had been 
1 > oposed by His Excellency the Viceroy, the Government of India will issue 
oidois that lus flag shall be flown at the head-quarteis ot the Berar Adminis- 
tration on tin anniversary of His Highness’s birthday, and th it a salute shall 
be fiicd in his honoui on the same occasion But they aie of opinion that it is 
not d< sirablo that those ceicmonu s should also be obsei ved on the occ i>ions ot 
the Id-ul-fitr and the Id us- Zo ha, or that Rhutbas should he lead m the 
mosques r Ihc concession that was suggested by Ills Excellent y the Viet roy is 
an innovation in Benr itself, and is without precedent m any other tcrntones 
similarly admimsteied by the British Government Mortovei, His Excellency’s 
desire m making the proposal vv as specially to associate the compliment with 
His Highness the present Nizam, an object that will not be attained by the 
wider proposals now submitted, which the Government of India are accordingly 
leluctant to sanction 

11 In conclusion, I am to ask you to convey to His Highness the Nizam 
tho Governor-General in Council’s cordial acknowledgments of the friendly

Bahadur Fateh Jung Nizam of Hyderabad — 

( 1 ) His Highness the Nizam, whose sovereignty over the Assigned 
Districts is re-affirmed, leases them to the British Government m 
perpetuity m consideration of the payment to him by the British 
Government of a fixed and perpetual rent of 25 lakhs of rupees per 
annum , 

(u) The British Government, while retaining the full and exclusive 
jurisdiction and authority in the Assigned Districts which they 
enjoy under the Treaties of 1863 and 1860, shall ho at liberty, 
notwithstanding anything to the contrary in those Treaties, to 
administer the Assigned Districts in such manner as they may deem 
desirable, and also to redistribute, reduce, reorganise and control the 
forces now composing the Hyderabad Contingent, as they may think 
fit, due provision being made as stipulated by Article 8 of the 
Treaty of 1853 for the protection of His Highness's Dominions

Letter fiom the Government of Tndia in the foreign Department, to the Rtght Hon'ble 
Lord George Francis Hamit ton, His Majesty's Secretary of State for India, 
No 1-C , dated Viceroy's Camp, the 13th November 1902 

We have the honour to forward to Your Lordship a complete copy 
of the correspondence that has passed between the Government of India and 
the Minister of His Highness the Nizam, concerning the future administration 
of Berar, and also of the Agreement that has beep concluded on the subject 
between Sir D Barr, our Besident at Hyderabad, on behalf of the Viceroy and 
Governor-General of India on the one hand, and the Maharaja Peslikar ELishen 
Pershad Bahadur, Minister to His Highness the Nizam, on behalf of the 
Hyderabad State on the other 

2 The negotiations lhat have thus reached a happy termination were 
inaugurated, with the full knowledge and sanction of Your Lordship, towards 
the end of the year 1901 An interchange of friendly and confidential opinions 
ensued between the representatives of the Government of India ana of the 
Nizam and His Excellency the Viceroy, who had some time previously 
accepted an invitation from His Highness to visit Hydeiabad in the spiing of 
the present year, was able, while there m the month of April, to complete the 
negotiations m personal conference with His Highness The succeeding 
interval has been occupied in working out the details of the new arrangement, 
and in considering and replying to certain requests that were received from the 
Nizam l’inally, the Agreement, recording the settlement arrived at, was signed 
at Hyderabad on the 5th November 1902, and the discussions between the 
Government of India and the Hyderabad State were thereby brought to a 
successful elose 
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8 The papers which we forward with this despatch will m themselves 
provide a full and ample explanation, both of the objects which the Govern- 
ment of India have throughout had in view, and of the nature of the Agreement 
that has been signed But they may briefly be summarised as follows The 
system that has prevailed up to the present date in Berar, dates from the 
Treaties of 1858 and 1860, under which certain districts, known as the Assigned 
Districts of Berar, were made over without limit ot time to the British Govern- 
ment for the malntexfance of the Hyderabad Contingent, the surplus, if any, 
from their administration being paid to His Highness the Nizam In the 
passage of time these arrangements have become both inconvenient and 
obsolete, while they have on occasions given rise to controversies, which have 
never permanently affected the friendly relations between the British Govern- 
ment and the Hyderabad State, but the recurrence or revival ot which it was 
nevertheless most desnable in the interests of both parties to preclude Upon 
the side of the Government of India the flaws m the existing system were 
mainly associated with the civil and military administration of the province, 
which, under the arrangements stereotyped by the Treaties, was imperfect and 
wasteful Upon the side of His Highness the Nizam, the desirability of a 
change arose in tho mam from the precarious and fluctuating character of 
the surpluses which, also under the stipulations of the Treaties, were payable 
to him, and the lnegular natuic of which introduced a regrettable element 
of uncertainty into the finances of the State It w as realised on both sides 
that the events of the past half contuiy, dui ing which the Assigned Distucts 
of Berar have remained continuously under British administration, constituted 
a prescription, from which it was neither possible noi desirable to depart 
and the efforts of both parties in the lccent negotiations were accordingly 
directed to the discovery ol a solution that should possess the combined merits 
of removing the administrative anomalies of winch we have spoken, of securing 
to His Highness the Nizam an assuted income from this portion of his terri- 
tories, and of guaranteeing to the population of Berar, which now amounts to 
over 2$ million persons, a continuant o ot the conditions and standards under 
which they have attained to a high measuie of prospenty 

Consistently with these objects, it Las been our desire to leoogmse and 
to re-affirm, rather than m any way to dispute or to derogate from, tho 
sovereignty of the Nizam , and the Agreement ai rived at, while leaving the 
administration of Berar as at present m British hands, though under conditions 
that will ensure a far more economical system of management, provides for 
the recognition of the prerogatives of His Highness, both by the terms of the 
Agreement, according to which the futute tenure of flic Assigned Districts by 
the British Government w ill be a lease m perpetuity, and also by the annual 
compliments to His Highness in the leased territories which the Government of 
India have consented henceforward to bestow 

4 The financial teims which we offeied to the Nizam and which have been 
accepted by lum aie* an annual lent ol 25 lakhs, or nearly £167,000 When 
this sum is contrasted with the a\ei age annual amount of tho surpluses that 
have been paid to the Nizam during the 40 yeais between 1860 and 1900 — 
namely, a traction under 9 lakhs, or a sum laiying according to the rate of 
exchange from £90,000 to £50,000, it will, we think, be recognised, both that 
the Hyderabad State will bo a substantial gainer by the transaction, and also 
that our proposals have been conceived m no grudging or illiberal spirit It is 
true that, in consequence of tho financial embarrassments m which the State 
has lately been plunged, owing in the mam to famine both m Hyderabad and 
Berar, and winch have compelled recourse to bo made in both cases to the Gov- 
ernment of India for loans, the full annual rent will not for some time be 
realised by His Highness But l he airangements that have beon agteed upon 
for the discharge of these liabilities are such as will relieve the Hyderabad State 
at the earliest possible date fiom its burdens , while we have fuither accelerated 
this consummation by handing over to the Nizam, for the still more rapid 
liquidation of the loans, a sum equivalent to the entire woikmg balance of 
41 lakhs, which stood to the ciedit of tho Berar administration on October 1st 
Of the present year We did not legard the request of the Nizam for a concession 
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of thia point as one with which we were at all hound, either in logic or equity, to 
comply But m our anxiety to meet the courteous and conciliatory attitude of 
His Highness in a similar spirit, and to effect a liberal settlement of all possible 
claims, we were glad to give a favourable answer to his representation 

5 It only remains foi us to notice the effect that will be produced by 
the new Agreement upon the military forces of both signatories 'Hie Govern* 
ment of India acquire the liberty, hitherto denied to them ‘by the Treaties, to 
effect such a redistribution and reorganisation of the Hyderabad Contingent 
(without of course m any way reducing the numencal strength ot the Indian 
army) as may be found desirable, consistently with the umnteirupted discharge 
of the obligation, assumed bv them m the Treaty of 1853, to employ these 
troops, when required, m assisting the Nizam to maintain order within his 
dominions Simultaneously the Nizam has undertaken to reduce By gradual 
degrees the u regular forces of his State, which, as at present constituted, are 
far from being required for purposes of internal order, and which, moreover, 
impose an onerous annual charge upon the revenues of the State It is, there- 
fore, a further and not less beneficial result of the new Agreement that both 
parties will thereby he enabled to undertake long needed projects of military 
economy and reform 

6 We do not delay the present despatch to acquaint Your Lordship with 
the proposals which we have in view for the future adnunistiation of Berar 
Under the terms of the new Agreement the British Government are at liberty 
to deal with this matter m such mannei as tbej may deem desirable The 
extinction of a separate and costly administration will be the first condition of 
the projected reforms But upon this matter we shall again address Your 
Lordship at a later date when our plans have been more fully worked out 

7 In our correspondence with our Resident at Hyderabad, we have 
already expressed our cordial acknowledgments of the iuendly manner m 
which His Highness the Nizam has throughout participated in the recent 
negotiations The language that has been ustd by his. Minister in reply assures 
us that these sentiments are entirely reciprocated by His Highness, and leaves 
no doubt that the settlement of this most important maltei which we have 
here lecorded has been as heartily and spontaneously accepted by the Nizam, 
as it was frankly and sincerely put forward by ourselves We now look 
forward with confidence to a future m which no cloud need again arise to obscure 
the historical and unbroken friendship that has for so long existed between the 
British Government and the Hyderabad State

1 *have received and considered your letter of the 1 ith of June last (No 18 of 1879), 
enclosing a memorial from the Regent Ministers of Hyderabad, praying for restoration to 
them of the administration of the Assigned Districts of Berar, and Your Excellency's reply 
to that request 

2 I concur with Your Excellency m thinking that the previous correspondence which 
has passed upon this subject dispenses w ith the necessity of examining and refuting the his- 
torical contentions put forward by the Ministers m support of their prayer It is superflu- 
ous at this time to inquire into the grounds and motives which actuated those who concluded 
the Treaty of 1853 lhc fact that it was signed, and that its provisions are binding on those 
who signed it, is the material fact with which Her Majesty’s Government on the one side 
and His Highness's Government on the other side have to deal To go behind it— to 
impugn the reasons which induced the signatories to conclude it, and on that ground to 
challenge its validity, is inconsistent with the practice of nations 

3 it would be sufficient, therefore, that 1 should now simply express my approval of 
the course which you have followed, and my concurrence in the arguments which on this 
and on former occasions vour Government has employed But m this and in former letters 
from the Ministers, a line of reasoning has been pursued, of 'which, if I do not take any 
notice, I may seem to have admitted the legitimacy, and upon which, therefore, I wiH make> 
some observations 
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4 A claim, as of right, to the restitution of the administration of Berar will be 
naturally sustained by appeals to the treaties and other formal obligations of the British 
Government To a certain extent the arguments advanced have been of this character, and 
little as the Regent Ministers appear to Her Majesty 's Gove nment to ha\ e been successful 
in establishing their contention, no demur can so far be made to the legitimacy of the 
evidence ’to which they appeal But formal tr< aties, or instruments of like authority, are 
by no qtaane the only documents winch they quote in s ekmg to fix a pledge or obligation 
on the British Government At large portion of then a gutnent rests on expressions of 
opinion by servants of that Government, contained in letteis o minutes adcressed by them, 
not to the Nizam and his officers, but to their own supciiors or subordinates It often 
happens that these . paper? are subsequently given to the world in a Parliamentary Blue 
Book, The Ministers appear to assume that opinions wluc h they find expressed by highly 
placed officers of the Crown, and published m this manner, are binding upon Her Majesty's 
Government, and constitute a pledge which the latter may be called Upon to fulhl It is 
very necessary to point out that this assumption is quite ungrounded 

5 In all Governments, and especially in the Governnn nt of India, it is generally 

requisite that public servants should rccoid the n asons on which any particular measure 
or order is based The statement of these reasons may tak< the form of instructions to the 
subordinate officer, by whom the orders are to be executed, or they may be contained in 
minutes reports addressed to Her Majesty's Gove rnmt nt in explanation of the policy 

that has been pursued Such documents, if they art to be of any value, must contain not 
only records of fact, but statements of opinion upon disputable questions 1 hey may con- 
tain arguments upon the rights and claims of persons concerned, upon contested questions 
of obligation, upon controverted points ol extern il and internal law It must occasionally 
happen that, m his treatment of thesi questions of opinion, the officer may hold, and express 
with great distinctness, views which aie enii cly at variance with those of the Government 
under which he is serving, and, pci haps, the consciousness that his opinions are not 
gt nerally shared will lead him to dwell upon them it greater length, and to advocate them with 
more energy The Gove rnmcut may possibly approve the measures that have been taken 
by an officer, while dissenting from his opinions upon matters of controversy , but unless the 
statement of these opinions contains matters requiting umrediitc decision, they will pro- 
bably be satisfied simply to approve his policy without expressing any judgment on his 
opinions l he documents may, in due court, be published, but it would be a great error 
to assume that Her Majesty s Government are m the slightest degree pledged to the 
expressions of opinion or the interpretation of documents, or the estimate of rights, which 
the reports so published may be found to contain No obligations can be created on their 
part towards any other person, except by assurances addressed by them or on their behalf 
to him for that purpose 

6 It is, theiefore, irrelevant to discuss point by j oint the various opinions which have 

been quoted during this controversy out of the officul correspondence ot various Governors* 
General and other officers during the hilfeentiiy which elapsed between the surrender of Berar 
by the British Government to the Nmm, and its rc assignment by the Treaties of 1853 and 
i860 It would not be difficult to show that the opinions attributed to the Marquis of 
Hastings, and the Marquis of i)alhou>ie, and <he Lari Canning are not leally dcdueible from 
the expressions which are quoted out of their corresponde nee But it is comparatively of 
little importance to ascertain what is the signification of their 1 uiguege and the discussion 
might attach to it an exaggerated value It is essentnl to insist that their meaning is 
irrelevant to the question of obligation 1 he pledges of Her Majesty in respect to Berar 
are to be found only m the formal engagements which have been contracted on her 
behalf • 

7 The only formal engagements which are dnectly material to this controversy, are to 
be found in the Tseaties of 1853 and i860 In order to elucidate the meanings of these 
documents, the Ministers dwell upon the conversations which took place during the nego- 
tiations between the Nt/am and the British Residents, Colonel Low and Colonel Davidson , 
and they seek apparently to establish that the Ni/am had fully resolved not to cede the 
district in perpetuity, and that the arr ingcment to winch he did agree was accepted by him 
rather in deference to the superior material force of the British Government, than of his own 
genuine inclination Upon these latter circumstances it is hardly necessary to enlarge 
The Nizam appears to have been guided by a fear of losing the Contingent, a body of whose 
utility to his Government, in spite of its costliness, he was well convinced But the obhga 
tions of the treaty can hardly be thought to turn upon tins point The doctrine that the 
validity of a treaty is affected by the fact that one of the two parties signing it was actuated 
in doing so by a cone tousness of the material superionly of the other, would, as I have 
already observed to you, be fatal to the mass of treaty law over the whole of the civilized 
world Nor is it necessary to inquire into the exact natuic and application of the converse* 
tions which passed between the negotiators of the Ireatv of 1853 Its language requires 
no elucidation, but sets forth with perfect distinctness the nature otthe relation which it was 
intended to establish It is manifest that the treat) does not convey any. absolute cession of 
Berar. Lord Dalhousie appears to hav e desired such an arrangement, but the Nizam 
entertained insuperable objections to it, and no attempt was m ide to force it on linn If 
th 4 cession had been absolute, the entire sovereignty would have passed to the British 
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Crown No transfer of sovereignty in fact took place, but the territory remained among' the 
dominions of the Nizam, as it had been before the treaty was signed The Nizam retained 
unimpaired all the personal dignity which this sovereignty had previously conferred upon 
him, and the net revenue of the province, after all charges of administration have been 
defrayed, has ever since been paid into his treasury All that he parted with was the actual 
conduct of the admmstration So far the limited nature of the assignment is clearly borne 
out by the language of the treaties, and has always been scrupulously recognized in practice 
by Her Majesty's Government , 

8 But when the Ministers attempt to extend this important limitation m the scope of , 
the assignment, by adding to it a limitation m time as well, they arc inserting into the treaty 
a stipulation of w hich its actual text does not bear the slightest trace There is no word 
in it indicating any 'term after the expiration of which the assignment is to cease, or vesting 
in one of the signatories the power of terminating it at will If any intention had been 
entertained of fixing a limit to the duration of the British administration, or of making its 
continuance to depend on the will of the Nizam, words to that effect would have beep 
inserted The entire absence of any such words is, 111 the judgment of Her Majesty's 
Government, decisive of this controversy 

9 1 he Regent Ministers, on this, as on previous occasions, do not rely exclusively 
upon their claim to the re assignment of territory as of right, but enforce it by an appeal to 
the favour of Her Majestv, and the friendly relations w hich have long continued between 
the British Government and the Nizam While fully recognizing the satisfactory nature of 
these relations as they at present exist, and the ad\ antage which their continuance confers 
upon both Governments, I am unable to admit that a question of this character can be 
disposed of as a matter of favour, 01 that the policy of the British Government in respect to 
it can be looked upon as a test of the Time able nature or the sentiments they entertain to- 
wards the Government of the Nizam The matter in contro\crsy here is not dignity, or 
revenue, or any matter of personal enjoyment , it is the control over the lives and properties 
of two millions of men In dealing with interests of this magnitude, Her Majesty's Govern* 
ment must necessarily be guided b\ considerations of 1 more imperative character than the 
sentiments, however mindly which they entertain towards another Government A very 
strong presumption exists in such a case against disturbing a state of things which was not 
only sanctioned by treaty, but is now established by usage It would be invidious m this 
despatch to compare the relative merits of the British system of Government with that 
which has prevailed in the dominions of the Nizam during the period covered by the 
review of the Ministers But it may be at least confidently said that the two Governments 
differ widely in their methods, and that a thickly peopled territory could not be transferred 
from one system to the other without a disturbance 111 the most important circumstances of 
life Leing felt by every cla^s of the population No doubt, the interests of the empire at 
large, and espcoallv of the adjoining populations, and the character of the administrative 
system whu h ultimately takes root in the Nizam’s dominions are considerations germane to 
such an issue as the Ministers desire to raise But it would be necessary to make good a 
very strong case of advantage on the whole to those who would be affected, in order 
to overbear the weighty presumption which treaties and the actual well being of the Assign* 
ed Districts have established against a change 

10 Your Excellency , in replying to tins appeal on the part of the Ministers to the 
favour of the Crown, has noticed the inconvenience of discussing questions of this kind, while 
the Nizam, on whose behalf they arc professedly raised, is himself a minor In this opi- 
nion I entirely concur You go on to say, that if on Ills Highness undertaking the Govern* 
ment, he should desire to bring the whole of the treaty arrangements between the two 
Governments under general revision, the British Government will take His Highness's 
request into consideration I confirm this intimation on youl part on the understanding 
that in making it you do not 111 the slightest degree prejudice, by anv present engagement, 
the discretion of the Government of the day to deal as it shall think expedient with any 
question submitted by the Nizam

In the course of his recent visit to Hyderabad, His Excellency the Viceroy arrived at 
a settlement of the Berar question with His Highness the Nizam This settlement was the 
result of informal and private communications that had for some time been proceeding be 
tween His Excellency and His Highness As there is no ofhual record of these communica- 
tions, winch had been largely conducted by word of mouth, I am now to address you 
officially on the matter, and to instruct you to place before His Highness the following state- 
ment concerning the proposals that were made, with a view to securing dis Highness's for 
mal confirmation of his acceptance 

2 There has been no discussion of the Berar question between the British Govern- 
ment and His Highness, since the correspondence 
that ended with the desp xtch* of Lord Salisbury 
(at that time Secretary of State for India), dated 
28th March 1878 On that occasion Lord Salis- 
bury, in replying to a memorial from the Regent Ministers of Hyderabad, praying for the 
restoration to them of the administration of the Assigned Districts of Berar, stated at length 
the reasons which prevented Her late Majesty’s Government from acceding to any such 
request He pointed out that the engagements of Her late Mijesty in respect of Berar were 
to be found only in the two Treaties of 1853 and i860, that no limitation of time whatever 
was assigned to the British administration of Berar by either of those Treaties, that a very 
strong presumption existed against the disturbance of a state of things which was not only 
sanctioned by Treat\, but was now established by usage, and that this presumption was 
fortified by a consideration of the actual well being of the population in the Assigned 
Districts

3 At the same time, in thus refusing the request of the Rt gents, Lord Salisbury went on 
to say that, should Ills Highness the Nizam, who was at that time a minor, desire at a later 
date, after undertaking th< government of his State, to bring the whole of the Treaty arrange 
ments between Great Britain and Hyderabad under general revision, the British Government

xo I am to instruct you to place the contents of this letter befoife His Highness the 
Nizam , and, in requesting from him an official confirmation of the proposals to which he 
has already signified his assent, to invite from him an expression of opinion on the points 
mentioned in the letter upon which his final opinion still remains tp be sought When his 
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Highness's reply has been received, I will then forward to yon a formal agreement contain- 
ing the terms of the settlement as finally agreed upon, for the joint signature of His High- 
ness and of the Viceroy, or of the r several representatives 

1 1 In conclusion, 1 am to convey the grateful recognition of the Governor-General in 
Council of the extreme friendliness and courtesy which have been displayed by His High- 
ness the Nizam in the negotiat ons that have thus happily terminated, and to express a hope 
th it the settlement arrived at, wh ch is equally honourable to both part es, and which has 
been framed in the best interests of each, will not merely remove the only shadow that has 
ever appeared to tall upon the relations of the Government of India and the Hyderabad 
State in the pist, but will tend to place them for all time upon a footing of undisturbed con- 
fidence and amity * *

6 Th< sc conditions suggested to His Excellency the irratigement which he recently 
communicated to Ills Highness the Ni/im, and which has been accept! d by the latter Tht 
present arrangement bv which the Berar Districts arc assigned to tht British Government 
will be terminated 1 he sovereignty of the Nizam over Berar is re-affirmed But His 
Highness undertakes to grant a lease in perpt tuity to the British Government of the 
districts hitherto assigned, in rt turn for a permanent annu il rent of 25 lakhs The annual 
rent will not be payable to Hw Highness in full for several vears to come, since a part of it 
must be devoted to effecting, under an arrangement whieh will presently be discussed, the 
liquidation of tlu loans for which the Berar Revenues have already been made the security 
As soon as these loans have been discharged the annual rent will be payable in full to His 
Highness the Nizam Tor their part the Government of India will in future be at liberty 
to administer Berar in such manner as they may deem desirable, by amalgam ition with 
adjoining British territory or otherwise I he Hvdtrabad Contmgi nt will also cease to 
exi^t as an independent auxiliary force , its strength in Hyderabad territory will probably 
be found capablt of reduction, and it will be finally incorporated in the Indim Army 

7 It has b« in the desire of thi Government of India in mvking this proposal to vindi- 
cate in tlu fullest manner, compatible with convenience and reason, the sovereignty of His 
Highness the Nizam Inde< d, his sovt rt igntv over Berar vv ill bi not It ss, hut if anything 
more clrarly acknowledge d by the gruit of a lease th in by the ctssion of an assignment 
Although the territories leased from His Highness m ly hereafter bt administered as part of 
a British Brovinc < , the laws of British India will only continue to apply through the exer- 
tisc of the fort ign jurisdiction of the Governor General in Council 1 urther, His Excellency 
the Viceroy has signified his willingness, should the Nizam attach value to such a sugges- 
tion, to undertake th it the flag of His Highlit ss the Nizam shall bt flown at the head 
quarters of the local administration in Bcrir upon the anniversary of the birth of His 
Highness, and that a salute should bt fired m his honour on the same occasion This is a 
compliment that is not paid to the Ruler of the Hyderabad State under the existing form 
of administration 

8 Thcrt is one point m connection with the suggested reduction in the Hyderabad 
Contingent, that was mentioned by His Fxcclleney to the Nizam, and which I am to request 
you to bring again more particularly before tht attention of His Highness to whom it was 
submitted by me as far back as January last, in the first outline of the Viceroy's scheme 
It has been proposed that the strength of the Hyderabad Contingent, that is of the Indian 
troops who will in future be stationed in His Highness s territories, shall be reduced This 
is a concession which the Government of India are willing to make if His Highness can 
part passu sec his way to initiate a corresponding reduction in the number of irregular 
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troops at present maintained fay the Hyderabad State These troops consist of 19,500 
men, and* they cost the Hyderabad Treasury 45 lakhs a year Their numbers appear to be 
fraught with some peril rather than with any material advantage to the State , while the 
annual charge entailed is an expensive and unnecessary burden The Goverrment of India 
are animated solely bv a regard for the best interests of the Nizam himself and of his ^tate, 
in suggesting that a substantial reduc* ion should be made in the strength of this irregular 
force The proposal of the V ~croy was that the number of troops in Hyderabad territory, 
who are at present comprised in the Hyderabad Contingent, t e , 6,800 men, should be 
reduced to 4,500 •■5,000 men, to be maintained in future at a reduced number of stations, 
and that the Nizam’s irregular forces should be simultaneously reduced to re, 020 or, if His 
Highness is agreeable, Jo 10,000 men 

9 I Mffercnt alternatives have been placed before His Highness for making to him an 
annual payment of rent pending the liquidation of the Hyderabad and Berar loans 1 he 
arrangement that appeared to be most satisfactory would be the payment to him of an 
immediate cash benefit of 6$ lakhs a year for 20 years and of i6i lakhs a year in the 21st 
and following years, culminating in the full 25 lakhs after both the loans hid been 
fully repaid, which ivould he in about 30 years These payments would be made ton 
currently with the continuous liquidation of the loans , and His Highness would continue 
to pay to the Government of India the 3 lakhs a year which he has indertikcn to contri- 
bute towards the Hydcrabal loin until it is fully repaid Under this arrangement the 
annual rent of 25 lakhs would Iv thus distributed 

(«) 1 o the Nizam 64 lakhs for 20 ytars 16$ lakhs from the 21st year till the loans 
had been fully repaid tfitrcaflcr 25 lakhs, 

( 6 ) Towards the Berar loans, 10 lakhs fo about 20 yeirs, 

(c) Tovvatds the Hyderabad loan, 8-fc lakhs 


The 10 lakhs a year would discharge the Berar loans, pnncipil and intei cst, in a fraction 
undci 20 years and the 84 lakhs, with His Highness the Nizams 3 I ikh-. a yeai , miking 
114 lakh*- in all would chschaige the Hyde ibad loan in a fiat turn over 30 yeais By 
these me ins His Highness would receive in the next O o ye irs a total sum of 295 lakhs, 
loans amounting to 341 1 il h being in tht ineantum discharged The Government of 
Inch 1 in feet in return foi the lease of Bcrir will undertikt to prov do from its revenues 
and from tht ir own resource a tot d sum of 636 lakhs in 30 yeais, and will points to 
His Highness an assured income of 25 lakhs a year afterwards If the suipluses m the 
future were not to exet tel the avt 1 age of tht last 40 yetrs, namely 9 likhs a year that 
sum, < \« n with tht 3 lakhs pav able towards the Hvdcrabad loan oy His Highntss would 
not suffice to pay tilt interest on the two loans, and th< re would be nothing a\ ulable 
t ither fo the reply ment of tht principal or tor payment to the Nizam I hes t ilculations 
art , it is hoped sufficient to show that the airangemcnt which has been proposed is con- 
ceived in a spirit of no binall generosity to the Ni/im Should His Highness in orde to 
secure a large immt diate benefit, desn e to spread the suggeste d payment to himself more 
cvtnly over the next 30 years the Government of India would be willing to consider any 
proposal to that effect Their desire is to place the conte mplated pecuniary advantage 
m the possession of Ins Highness in such form os may be most agreeable to him 

10 I am directed by His Fxcellency the Viceroy to lay the contents of this letter 
before His Highness the Nnatn and in requesting from him an official confirmation of the 
proposals tovvhieh he has already Mgmf cd his issc nt, to invite from His Highness an 
expression of opinion on the points upon which his find opinion still remains to be 
sought I would, theiefore be g ygu to submit this lcttei to His Highness and to explain 
that the points on winch His* l xcellcncy the Vice ov invites an cxptession of opinion aie 
contained in paragraphs 8 and 9 When His lliglinesss icplv is leceived I shall have the 
honour to submit it fo the information of His Excellency the \ieeroy and, in due course, 
a formal agree me nt cont lining the tti ms of the settlement as finally agreed upon will be 
forwarded for the joint signatuie of His Highness and of the Viceroy or of their several 
representatives 

1 1 In conclusion, I am to convey the grateful recognition of the Governor-General in 
Council of the extreme fncndliness and couitesy which have been displayed bv His High- 
ness the Nizam in the negotiations that have thus happily* terminated, and to express a 
hope that the settlement arrived at which is equally honourable to both parties, and which 
has been framed in the best inti tests of each, will not merely remove the only shadow that 
has ever appeared to fall upon the relations of the Government of India and Hyderabad 
State in the past, but will tend to place them for all time upon a footing of undisturbed 
confidence and amity

I duly submitted to His Highness your confidential letter No 4 P , dated Ootacamund, 
7th May 1902, regarding the settlement of the Berar question arrived at between His Ex- 
cellency the Viceroy ana His Highness 
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2 I am now commanded by His Highness to reply to your letter above cited 

3 His Highness formally accepts and officially confirms the agreement verbally made 
between His Excellency the Viceroy and himself with regard to the lease in perpetuity of 
Berar for a permanent annual rent of Rs 35 lakhs 

4 I now proceed to answer paragraphs 8 and 9 of your letter under acknowledgment, 
and thebe paiagraphs may be summarised as follows — 

(a) The 1 eduction in numbers of the Hydeiabad Contingent troops, and their main* 
tcnance in future at a reduced number of station^ ,as also the final incorpora 
tion of these troops in the Indian Army 

(A) A corresponding reduction in the number of irregular tfoops at present main 
tamed by the Hyderabad State 

(r) The manner in which the annual rent of 25 lakhs is to be paid, pending the 
liquidation of the Hyderabad loan and the Berar Famine loan r 

5 I am commanded by His Highness to say that he understands that, ‘whatever change 
may be made in the number and designation of the troops maintained hereafter by tne 
Government of India m Hyderabad territor> , the terms contained in clauses 2 and 3* of the 
Treaty of the 2ist May 18 si in so far as they apply to the Hyderabad Contingent, will be 
strictly obseived and maintained in respect of the troops of the Indian Army stationed m 
His Highness s Dominions, and paid from the Revenues of Berar 

6 His Highness highly appreciates the kind advice gi\en by the Government of India 
in connection with the reduction in the number of irregular troops This is a matter which, 
as you are aware, has l>een engaging Hib Ilighness’s attention for some time past, and the 
reductions already effected have been officially intimated to the Hon'ble the Resident from 
time to time -v dc correspondence ending with my letter No 1341 dated the 12th Septem- 
ber lyoo His Highness while accepting the advice of the Government of India, and 
agreeing with them as to the necessity of reducing the existing strength of the Hyderabad 
irregular troops desires to point out that the reduction of these troops involves many 
delicate and diffu ult questions His Highness, however, agrees that, after caiefully con- 
sidering the requirements of the city and the districts, he will, if possible, reduce the 
number to 12,000 men, when this reduction tan be carried out with due icgard to the claims 
of those who arc employed, and without causing dissatisfaction and discontent 

7 The point dealt with in paragraph 9 is connected to a certain extent with the views 
expressed in sub-paragraph 3 of paragraph 5, as also in paragraph 6 of your letter His 
Highness has no hesitation in accepting the proposed arrangement as regai ds the annual 
payment of the rent, and His Highness s Government will continue to pav to the Govern- 
ment of India the three lakhs a year which they have undertaken to contribute towards the 
Hyderabad loan until it is fully repaid With reference to the concluding portion of para- 
graph 9 of vour letter, His Highness would wish to secure a larger immediate benefit 
resulting from the pioposal of spreading the suggested payment to himself more evenly over 
the next thirty years If this can be done, His Highness will feel greatly obliged But at 
the same time His Highness desires to reserve the light of making larger payments than 
the instalments that may be fixed upon or of paying off the whole balance of the loan, 
should he, at any time, be m a position to do so 

8 I am, however, to request that the actual amount of instalments to be paid in 

liquidation of the two loans may be left undctci mined until a decision is arrived at as to 
the exact amount of the Famine loan now due by the Berar Province to the Government of 
India In this connection 1 am desired by His Highness to point out that a large reserve 
balance of something 111 e thirty lakhs is alw iys kept in tl\e Berai Treasuries to meet current 
expenses This reserve balance pertains to the surplus payahU to His Highness s Govern- 
ment according to the terms of the T reatv of 1853 and 1 am to enquire whether the amount 
of this reserve balance has been deducted from the loan icceived by Berar from the Govern- 
ment of India Further, as some propoition of the famine expenditure in Berar is represented 
by public works which will remain as an asset 1 am to enquire whether the value of these 
works has been deducted from the famine debt of the Province His Highness earnestly 
hopes that, in view of the fact that he has been made liable for the Berar Famine loan, the 
point he has now urged will receive the most favourable consideration of the Government 
of India . 

9 There are a few other points which require settlement, and these I mention 
below — 

(1) In good seasons or in bad seasons the amount of rent now fixed, via , Rs 25 lakhs 

per annum, should be regularly paid to His Highness’s Government 

(2) His Highness’s Government should be absolved from all future responsibility, 

financial or otherwise, should unhappily any famines occur in the Berar 
Province 

(3) His Highness s Government should also be absolved, as heretofore, from res* 

ponsibdity for payment of certain chouth allowances and pensions mentioned 
in Article 6 of the Treaty, dated 31st December, i860 

(4) When the number of stations of the Hyderabad Contingent troops are reduced, 

the lands, etc , of such stations should revert to His HigbneBs's Government 
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(5) Should the Hyderabad Contingent troops be incorporated m the Indian Army 
all free Rumnahs hitherto granted to these troops should revert to His 
Highness’s Government 

10 1 have kept paragraph 7 of your letter to answer at the last His Highness is 
extremely obliged to His Excellency the Viceroy for his proposal to vindicate m the fullest 
manner, compatible w ith convenience and reason, the sovereignty of His Highness the 
Nuam over Beiar His Highness accepts with pleasure the suggestion made that his flag 
should be flow n at the headquarters of the local administration in Berar on the anniversary 
of the birth cf His Highness* and that a salute should be hred in his honour on th same 

* occasion His Highness, however, should be further obliged if these ceremonies were also 
observed on the occasions of the Eed ul Fitr (Ramzan) and Eed uz Zoha (Bukkur Led), 
and if on all these occasions Kbutbas were read m the mosques 

11 I am to state that the requests made in this letter are left to the final decision 
of |he Government of India, and that His Highness’s assent to the new agreement is not 
conditional on thqt decision I am also to express the fullest reliance of His Highness s 
Government on receiving the most friendly and liberal treatment at the hands of the Govern- 
ment of* India 

12 In conclusion His Highne s desires to tender to His Excellency the Viceroy and 
to yourself Ins most cordial thanks for the great friendliness and courtesy that have bten 
shown to him in bringing to an amicable settlement this most important matter, and to 
express His Highnesses earnest hope that this settlement will tend to promote and stri ngthen 
the happy relations which have always existed between the Government of India and 
the Hyderabad State

3 You will notice that the Acrecment contains a reference to Article 3 of the Treaty 
of the 21st May 1853, which meets the wishes of His Highness the Nizam as stated m the 
5th paragiaph of the Minister’s letter of the 14th July, and as explained in the 4th para- 
graph of your letter under reply Article 2 of the Treaty of 1853 is not affected by the new 
Agreement, and as regards \rticle 3, w hile it is an ecsential part of the settlement now made 
that the troops maintained in lieu of the Hyderabad Contingent shall be no longer controlled 
through the Resident, the Government of India readily agree that the services of these 
troops, if required shall t e fully and promptly afforded it all times to His Highness the 
Nizam throughout his dominions 

4 The Government of India have learnt with pleasure that His Highness the Nizam 
accepts their advice as to the need of a reduction m the number of his irregular troops, and 
they note with much latisfact on that he agrees to diminish them, if possible, lo 12,000 men 
It is r< cognised tl at the piomise of o considerable a reduction will require time for its 
complete fulfilment But you should point cut to His Highness the importance of t<d ing 
some immediate steps to carry out the measure to which he has now signified his assent, 
since upon this reduction depends the corresponding reduction that the Government of India 
desire to effect in the number of their troops stationed in His"* Highness’s dominions The 
Government of India confidently hope that His Highness s Government will approach the 
matter without delay in a business like spirit, and will lose no time in devising the means 
for effecting a reform of so much financial benefit to the State 

5 I am now to communicate ycu the decision of the Government of India upon the 
other requests that are contained in the Minister’s letter The Government of India readily 
agree to the proposal m paragraph 7 of the Minister's letter that a larger immediate annual 
benefit should be secured to His Highne s by spreading the paymtnts to himself more evenly 
over the next 30 years, and in view of the reduction in the Berar famine loans which will be 
referred to later on, they propose that the distribution of the rent of 25 lakhs should be as 
follows until these loans and the Hyderabad loan are repaid — ■ 

10 lakhs to His Highness the Nizam 
towards the Berar loans, 
towards the Hyderabad loan 
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The last-named payment is, of course, m addition to the 3 lakhs per annum which His 
Highness has agreed to pa) from Hjderabad revenues The effect of these payments in 
extinguishing tFe loans will be explained iattr I am to add that there will be no objection 
to H is Highness making largrr repayments of the principal of these loans when he is tn a 
position to do so, pi ovule d this is i ot done by incurring fresh loans , but the Government 
of India will require six n onths’ previous notice of the amount of such excess repayment, 
and of the dale upon which it will be made 

6 In para gr a 1 h 8 of lus letter the Minister asks that the reserve or working lalance in 
the Berar tieasuries, and also the value of the public works cb instructed out of the famine 
expendituic, may be dedutttd from the Berar famine loans As regards the 6rst part of his 
request, I am to explain that, while it is true that a pirt of t the cash balance in Berar has 
been built up out of the surplus tevenue, to which the Nizam s Government was entitled, the 
actual cash balance ct nsists not only of the unpaid p«. rtion of the surplus, Lut of the balances 
of Local funds, of Judicial and Revenue deposits, and of other sums held on behalf of pe sons 
other than Government Even, therefore, on the assumption that the Nizam has a daub to 
a portion of the balance, it is reasonable, to hold thit only so much t>f the cash balance 
as represents the unpaid portn n of past sui pluses can rightly be credited in deduction 
of the famine loans l here is, however, equal force in the argument that the Nizam 
is not ceding Berar, but is merely consenting to certain improvements in the existing 
arrangements, and that since a working balance was necessary and would have been retain 
ed under the old nssignment, it is equally nrces ary and should, therefore, be retained for 
the working of the new lease i e\ eitheless the Government of India, in their anxiety to 
deal m this matter with the Nizam s Government in a spirit of the utmost liberality and in a 
way which shall admit of no criticism 01 dispute, hive decided to make to His Highness a 
full and ample payment in satisfaction of all actual or | ossible cleims 1 he sum that they 
art prepared to hand over is the whole of the actual cash balance on the date upon which 
the new settlement will come intofoiee It is proposed that this should be the ist October 
next The amount ol the actual cash balance ot Berar on that date, which, as will be shown 
presently, may not improbably amount to 40 lakhs, will be communicated to you for His 
Highness s inform tion,and the whole amount will be taken in reduction of the Berar famine 
loans 

7 The above rt marks will have made clear that the second request of His Highness, 
namely, that the valu« of the famine works that have been constructed from the famine 
expenditure should also be taken as a set off against the famine loans, is one with which the 
Govirnmi nt of India have not found it possible to comply It is op n to th» m to contend 
that the normal cost ol thtsi woiks is for the most part a m< re forestalmcnt of expenditure 
which would prolablvhavt bon undertaken Iattr if the n< cd for famim expt. nd ture had 
not hurried it on But on the other hand in inv well regulated administration the cost of 
famines should ordinarily be m< t from thi surplus of past years, and in the rase of Berar the 
whoh of the surplus ( including, under the present orders, the working balance) having 
been made uvt r to the Nizam, the latter cannot fairly expect to rt ct ive credit also for the value 
of works the cost of which forms a proper charge against that surplus It must be recol 
lectcd that tnc true value of famine works is always difficult to iseertain, and it is esti 
mated by the Public Works Department of the Government of India that in Berar their 
valut will not exceed about 11 4 lakhs, since many of ihe works begun will never be com 
pit ted, while others, such is railway embankments, will probably bt destroyed before they 
can Le used Moreover, the Govei timent of India are unable to recognise any difference of 
principle between these works and other public w orl s < onstructc d in the past from the 
revenues of Berar, the v alue of which will also rt main in the province For these reasons, 
it is impossible to accede to this request of His Highness, a part from, or outside of, the 
general settlement which has been pi offered in the preceding piragraph 

8 I am to enclose statements showng particulars ot the transactions up to the present 
date connected with the principal of ^1) the Berar famine loans, and (11) the Hyderabad 
loan It will be seen that the former loans have already been reduced to 116 lakhs If the 
cash balance on the ist October * mounts to 40 lakhs, as is not improbable, these loans will 
be reduced further to about 76 lakhs, and by the proposed payment of 7 lakhs a year they 
w ill *be disc harged with interest m about 1 4 years F rom the 15th year therefore, on the 
supposition above made as to the amount of the cish balance at the beginning of OctoLer, 
the cash pav ment to the Nizajn will be increased from 10 lakhs per annum, as stated in 
paragraph 5 to 1 7 likhs p< r annum this increase will occur sooner if the cash balance of 
October is higher lhan 40 likhs, and later if the cash balance is lower The balance of the 
Hyderabad loan, 185 lakhs, by the annual payment of 11 lakhs 8 lakhs from the annual 
Berar rent and 3 lakhs from Hyderabad tevenues), will be completely discharged with 
interest in about 29 years, after which His Highness vdM receive the full rent of 25 lakhs 
per annum As the new Agreement is to have effect from the 1st October 1902, the Gov 
ernment of India art willing to agree that the first payment and distribution of the 25 lakhs 
in the manner proposed should be made on the 1st April 1903, and thereafter on the ist 
April in earh year It is hoped that this arrangement will prove agreeable to His Highness, 
and will prove to him the sincerity of the Government of India s des re to conclude this 
settlement with a due regard to his wishes, and on generous as well as equitable terms It 
will be understood that the periods mentioned in this paragraph for the liquidation of the 
loans are approximate only The actual process of liquidation will be as follows from the 
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7 lakhs to be paid on the 1st of April of each year towards the Berar famine loans, the 
amount of interest due and unpaid up to that date will be first dicharged, and the balance 
will be credited to the principal of the loans, the process continuing until the annual credits 
to principal ha\e discharged the whole of the loans I he annual pa) ment of ti lakhs 
towards the Hyderabad loan will be similarly distributed every )ear between interest and 
pnncipal till tm whole principal is repaid 

9 As regards the point| discussed in paragraph 9 of the Ministers letter, the Go\ 

. ernment of India agree t® 'proposals 1, 2 and 3 It was alwa\s intended that, under the 

new settlement, the responsibility for future famine expenditure should* rest upon the 
Government of India, ayd th* new Agreemt nt does not affect the provisions of the Treaty 
of 1 860 in regard to the payment of the Chouth allowances and pensions which are nitn 
tioned in Aiticlt 6 of that Treaty Ihe Got 1 1 tmu nt of India also agiee that, if the numbei 
of # stations now occupied by the Hvdenbad Contingent is 1 educed, the lands hitherto 
occupied b) the troops in the iba idoned stations will revert to His Highness subject to the 
reservation ot ill private right in such lands Similarly dl free rumnahs at the stations

Memorandum of Agreement between the British Government on the one part and the Hyderabad State on 
the other part concluded by I ieutbnant Colonel Sir Uavid Wilham Kuih B kr KCSI, 
LS C , duly authorised by the Viceroy and Governor General of India in Council fur that purpose, and 
by the Maharaja Peshkar Kishen Perkhad Bahadur, Minister to His Highness the Nuam, on 
behalf of the Hyderabad State 

Wfereas by the Treaties concluded between the British Government and the Hyder- 
abad State on the 21st May 1853 and the 126th December i860, the Berar districts were 
assigned to the British Go\ eminent for the maintenance of the Hyderabad Contingent, the 
surplus, if any, from the Assigned Districts being paid to His Highness the N 7am 

And whereas the British Government and His Highness the Nizam desire to improve 
this arrangement 

And whereas it is inexpedient in the interests of economy that the Assigned Districts 
should continue to be managed as a separate administration or the Hyderabad Contingent 
as a separate force 

And whereas it is also desirable that His Highness the Nuam should receive a fixed 
instead of a fluctuating and uncertain income from the Assigned Districts 

The following terms are hereby agreed upon between the Viceroy and Go\ ernor-Gene- 
ral of India m Council and the Nawab Mir Sir Mahbub All Khan Bahadur Fateh Jung, 
Nizam of Hyderabad — 

(I) His Highness the Nuam, whose sovereignty over the Assigned Districts is re- 

affirmed, leases them to the British Government in jierpetuity m consideration 
of the payment to him by the British Government of a fixed and perpetual rent 
of 25 lakhs of rupees per annum , c 

(II) The British Government, while retaining the full and exclusive jurisdiction and 

authority in the Assigned Districts which they enjoy under the Treaties of 
1853 and i860, shall be at liberty, notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
in those Treaties, to administer the Assigned Districts in such manner as they 
may deem desirable, rnd also to redistribute, reduce, re organise and control 
the forces now composing the Hyderabad Contingent, as they may think fit, 
due provision being made as stipulated by Article 3 of the Treaty of 1853 for 
the protection of His Highness’s Dominions

We have the honour to forward to Your Lordship a complete copy of the correspond 
ence that has passed between the Government of India and the Minister of His Highness 
the Nizam, concerning the future administration of Berar, and also of the Agrtement that 
has been concluded on the subject between Sir D Barr, our Resident at Hyderabad, on 
behalf of the Viceroy and Governor General of India on the one hand, and the Maharaja 
Peshkar Kishen Pei shad Bahadur, Minister to His Highness the Nizam, on behalf of the 
Hyderabad State on the oth^r 

2 Ihe negot ations that have thus reached a happy termination were inaugurated, with 
the full knowledge and sanction of Your Lordship, towards the end of the*ytar 1901 An 
interchange of fn ndly«and confidential opinions ensued between the represen tativ es of the 
Government of India ai d of the Ni/am and His Excellency the "Viceroy, who had some 
time pre\iously accepted an invitation from His Highness to visit Hyderabad in the spring 
0&the present year, was able, while there in the month of April, to comph te the negotia- 
tions in personal/ onfere nee with His Highness The succeeding interval has been occu 
pied in working out the details of the new arrangement, and in considering and replying to 
certain requests that wen leceived from the Nizam Finally, the Agrtement, n cording the 
settlement arrived at was signed at Hyderabad on the 5th November 190,2, and the discus- 
sions between the Government of India and the Hyderabad State weie then by bi ought to a 
successful close 

3 The papers which we forward with this despatrh will m themselves provide a full

the Ni/an the desirability e»f a change arose in the mam from the precarious mil fluetu it 
mg charaete r ejf tlu sui pluses which also under the stipulati div* ol the Tieatie. , were 
payiblc to hun, uid the 11 regular nature of which introduced a regicttible element of 
uncertuntv into the hnuicts of the Stite It was realised on both sides that the events of 
the past hill te ntuiy during which the Assigned Districts of Be 1 11 hm remained continu 
ously undet British admiuisti ition constituted a jircscriplion hom which it was neither 
possible 1101 ele sirable to dt pirt and the < lTorts of both partitS ill the le cent ne gotiations 
we re accordingly dire ctcd to the discovery of a solution that should possess the combined 
merits of <emov mg the administrative momalics of which we luve spoken otseeuringto 
His Highne ss the Nizam an issured income from this portion of his tcmtorics, and of 
guarantee mg to the population of Berar, which now amounts to ov c r 2 % million persons 
a continuant* of the e onditions and stand irds under whuh they have attained to a high 
measure of piospenty 

C onsisU ntly w ith tlu sc objects, it has be en oui rlt sire to re cognise anel to re affirm, 
rather th m in anv wry to tlispute ortoderogitc from the sovcit ignty of the Ni/am anif 
the Agreement lrmed it, while leaving the administration of Berar as it present in British 
hands though undt r conditions that will ensure a far more ee oiiemnc il s\ st« m of muiigc 
ment, provides tor the recognition of the prerogatives of His Highness both bv the terms 
of the Agreement according to which the future tenure of the Assigned Distnets by the 
Bntish Government will be a leisc in perjietuitv, and also by the uinual compliments to His 
Highness in the leased teiutories which the Government of Indu hav e e onsc ntc d lienee 
forward to bestow 

4 The financial terms which wt offered to the Nizam and which hive been accepted 
by him arc an annu il rent of .25 lakhs, or nearly ^167,000 When this sum is contrasted 
with the averagt annual amount of the surpluses that have bSen jiaid to tin Ni/am during 
the 40 \ t ai s between i860 and iyoo — namely, a fi action undei 9 I ikhs oi a sum varying 
according to the rate oi exchange from ^90,000 to £ 5° 000 *t will, we think, be iccognised 
both that the Hyderabad Stite will be 1 substantial gainu by the truisiction uiel also 
that our projiosals have been conceived in no grudging or illiberal spint It is true that, 
in consequence of the financial embarrassments in winch the Stjti has latclv been plungtd, 
owing in the mam to famine both in Hyderabad and Berar, and which hive compelled 
recourse to be made in both e ases to the Government of India for loans, the full annual 
rent will not for some time be realised by His Highness But the arrangements that have 
been agreed upon for the discharge of tnese liabilities are such as will relieve the Hyder- 
abad State at the earliest possible date from its burdens while we have further aeeclerattd 
this consummation by handing over to the Nizam, for the still more rapid liquidation of 
the loans, a sum equivalent to the entire working balance of 41 lakhs, which stood to the 
credit of the Berar administration on October 1st of the present year Wt did not tegard 
the request of the Nizam for a concession of this point as one with which we were at all 
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bound cither m logic or equity, to comply But m our anxiety to meet the courteous and 
conciliatory attitude of Hu, Highness in a similar spirit, and to effect a liberal settlement of 
all possible claims, we wen glad to give a favourable answer to his representation 

5 It only remains for us to notice the effect that will be produced by the new Agree- 
ment upon the military forces of both signatories The Government of India acquire the 
liberty, hitherto denied to them by the l reaties, to effect such a redistribution and reorga- 
nisation of the Hydt rabad Contingent ^without of course 111 any way reducing the numerical 
strength of the Indian army) as may be found desirable, consistently with the uninterrupted 
discharge of the obligation, assumed by them in the Treaty of 1S53, to employ these troops, 
when required, 111 assisting the Nizam to maintain order within his dominions Simultane- 
ously the Nizam has underta! en to reduce by gradual degrtos the irregular forces of his 
State, which, as at present constituted, are far from being require d for purposes of internal 
order, and which, moreover, impose an onerous annud charge upon the revenues of the 
State It is therefor* a further and not less beneficial result ol the new Agreement that 
both parties will thereby be enabled to undertake long nc eded projects of military economy 
and reform 

6 We do not dcliy thi present despatch to acquaint Your Lordship with the proposals 
which we havt in view for the future administration of Btrar Under the terms of the new 
Agreement the British Government are at liberty to deal with this matter in such manner as 
they may deem desirable T he extinction of 1 separate and costly administration will be 
the first condition of the projected reforms Iiut upon this m itter we shall again address 
Your Lordship at a liter ditt when our plans have been more fully worked out 

7 In our correspondence with our Resident at Hyderabad, we hive already expressed 
our cordi il acknowledgments of the friendly manner in which Ills Highness the Nizam has 
throughout participated in the rece nt negotiations 1 hi language that has b< en used by his 
Minister in reply assures us that tliest sentiments are entirely reciprocated by His Highness, 
and leaves no doubt that the settlement of this most important matt* r which we have here 
recorded has been as heartily and spont iiicously accepted by tin Nizam, as it was frankly 
and sincerely put forward by ourselves We now look lorward with eonhdence to a future 
in which no cloud need again arise to obscure the historical and unbroken friendship that has 
for so long existed between the British Government and the Hyderabad State

A feeble c>clomc storm, tying off the Kathiawar Coast on the 12th, gave shower ) T 
unsettled weather on the i*;thi 1 th and 14th to the West Coast districts, Gujai at, the 
Deccan, the West Satpura^, the Ccnti il Inelia Plateau and part of the hast Satpuras, the 
heaviest falls m 24 hours were 1 3 inches at Motmugao and 1 inch at Vcraval on the 
12th, and 1 inci at Trivandrum, o , 5 inch at Nagpur ind 1 inch at Pachmarhi on the 13th 
Rainfall from this cause ceased eluiing the 14th, but on the 15th a fresh depression appeared 
off the Madras Coast and m consequence the Last Coast (South and North) the Deccan, 
South India and the West Coast had tuque nt, almost daity, showers between the i^tjj and 
the end of the week The principal falls of rain in twenty four hours from this disturbance 
were 4 75 inches at Nellore, 2 25 inches at Madras and 1 25 inches at Cuddapah on the 
1 5th , 7 5 inches at Nellore and 1 25 inches at Ma&uhpatam on the 16th , 2 25 inches at 
Wellington on the 17th, and about 1 inch at Truhinopoty, Bijapur and Sholapur on the

East Coast (South) div ision to onty 001 inch in the Jtiansi sub-division Except m the 
case of the Calicut, Jhansi and Raipur sub divisions where the week's rainfall was lighter 
than usual the rainfall was in ex< t «s of the normal in all the above mentioned div isions and 
in most cases by large amounts, relatively to the average This relative excess is shown by 
the percentage variations 

The rainfall for the period, from the 28th November to 18th December, has been in very 
large excess of the normal over the whole of the Peninsula and some central districts, while 
Northern India and Burma have been generally rainless during the same period

1 have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the Post Office of India for the 
official year 1901 02 

2 The administration of the Department was in charge of Mr Kisch, as officiating Charge of 

Director General, from the 1st April to the 21st June 1901, and in my hands during the the Pojj 
remainder of the year Office 

3 The principal reform introduced during the year was the reduction in the postage p nnci p a | 
on postal parcels not exceeding 440 tolas, or 11 lbs , m weight This came into force on events in* 
the 1st July 1901 and from the same date the fee for the registration of a postal parcel land post 
was reduced to a uniform charge of two annas The reduction led to an immediate and 

marked increase m the number of parcels posted 

The plague, which continued with more or less virulence m the localities previously 
affected, spread rapidly in the Punjab and United Provinces and infected a large area. 

Its effects caused much anxiety to officers of the Department, specially m the Bombay 
circle where 1 24 servants of the Post Office succumbed to the disease, there being 38 fatal 
cases m the presidency town alone , and the total number of postal servants who fell 
victims to this scourge increased from 97 m the previous year to 199 during the year 
under report There were no cases of desertion from duty on the part of postal servants 
owing to the fear of plague The men remained at their posts and worked loyally, amidst 
great dangers and hardships , and I sanctioned special rewards in 255 cases, to postmen, 
village postmen, mail carriers and other inferior servants of the Department m Bombay, 
the United Provinces and Bihar, for devotion to duty in circumstances of extreme trial 
The continuous delivery scheme was brought to completion in the city of Bombay 
And special measures were taken to improve the delivery arrangements in Bangalore, which 
had for some time before been made the subject of complaint m the public press 

At the request of Government special arrangements were made to meet the postal 
needs of the troops employed in connection with the Blockade against the Mahsud Waziris, 
and several camp and field post offices were opened for the convenience of the troops 

During the Blockade operations, the mails were plundered by tribesmen in South 
Wazinstan on five occasions , and a runner on one occasion, unfortunately lost his life m 
the attempt to escape with the mails The usual postal arrangements were made m Octo 
ber 1901 for the annual relief of the Chitr&l Garrison and two field post offices accom 
panned the relieving force and came back to India with the relieved force The arrange 
ments worked smoothly and there were no complaints 

Several military camps of exercise and instruction were held in the Punjab and North- 
West frontier Province during the winter, and the postal arrangements in connection with 
these camps were carried out successfully 

At the close of the year there were 2 base post offices and 6 sub post ‘offices with the 
China Field Force. 

The postal arrangements of the Dhar Native State in Rajputana were taken over by 
the Imperial Post Office on the 1st April 1901, arid this resulted m the opening of 17 new 
Imperial post offices and 288 miles of new Imperial mail lines Negotiations were com 

E leted during the year for the transfer to the Imperial Post Office of the posts of the 
innoor State in the Punjab, but the actual transfer was not earned out till the 1st Apnl 
1902

With effect from the ist May 1901, the speed of the mail trarnr r unning between 
Karachi and Quetta was accelerated and their timing revised, so as to allow of a later 
espatch of the English mails from stations in Beluchistan, adU also of their earlier 
those stations In December 1901, owmg to a revision of the time tables of 
the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway, the transmission of mails from the Punjab for places 
between Moghal Serai and Calcutta was accelerated to the extent of about 12 hours, by 
the adoption of a new tram service vtd Saharanpur, Lucknow and Moghal Serai 

There were serious breaks aitd land slips on various railways during rty* yea r, which 
caused interruptions in the mail service. *1 he most important ( of these were br ea c h es 
of tiie North Last line of the Madras Railway, and the land slips which occurred on the 
Oudh and Rohfl khand Railway, between Hurdwar and Daiwale. The interruption in 
first case lasted for over a week, from the 9th to the 19th D&ember 1901, and m the second 
case for about four months, from the 21st August to the 23rd December 1901, * 

In pursuance of the accepted policy of raising pay on account of the growth of work 
and money responsibility, increases in pay and allowances were sanctioned in the case of 
288 sub postmasters, 120 departmental branch postmasters and 311 extra departmental 
agents Ihe pay of 8 head postmasters was also raised, m one case with the of 

Government and in the others under my own powers of sanction 

In accordance with the principle laid down by the Government of India all 
Government servants, to whatever Department they might belong, should assist m the 
work of taking the census in March 1901, the servants of the Post Office were Hirw-wi to 
lend their aid, so far as this might be practicable in carrying out this important measure , 
and in point of fact nearly 3 000 postal servants, ranging from a postal superintendent 
to a postal runner had a share in the wogk, though the great majority of them consisted 
of departmental branch postmasters and extra departmental agents. For the most part 
these men acted as enumerators , and 268 of them were granted lanads by the local Gov 
einment or Administration concerned in recognition of the specially good work done by 
them on this occasion It may also be mentioned that this is the first occasion on which 
the Post Office as, a Department has lent its assistance in the taking of a census in India.

Herzegovina, Gibraltar Dutch Guiana the Gold Coast colony, tlie British Post Office at 
Salomra the b rench Office at Shanghai the German and I rench agencies in Morocco, the 
German agencies at Riaochow and Kaumi in Chim and the bicnch, Italian and Ottoman 
offices in Turkey , while the sj stem of insurance of foreign registered letters was extended 
to Malta German East Africa, the British offices iu China under the control of the Hong- 
kong Postal Administration the Italian office at Bengasi m Tripoli and the Ottoman 
offices in Turkey The money order system was extended to British Bechuanaland, 
Gieece, Tunis, Montenegro, Sarawak the Japanese agencies in China, certain Austrian and 
Italian offices in Turkey and the Italian office at Bengasi in Tripoli The British colony 
of Southern Rhodesia and the British Protectorates of Bechuanaland and Uganda entered 
the Universal Postal Union and the Imperial Penny Postage scheme was extended to the 
British offices in China under the Hongkong Postal Administration 
Working of 5 According to the sanctioned time tables of the Pe&unsular and Oriental Steam 
the P and Navigation Company, the outward steamers with the Luropean mails were due m Bombay 
O contract noon on Saturday of each week During the jear under report, the mail steamers 
arrived on 25 occ lsions on F nday, on 25 occ isions on Saturd ly and on two occasions on 
Sunday The contract time however was exceeded on one occasion only, the delay being 
due to the fact that tne Suez Canal was blocked by the grounding of another steamer 
and that very heavy weather was experienced in the southern part of the Red Sea. On the 
other occasion on which the lsails reached Bombay on Sunday, the P and O steamer left 
Brindisi 24 hours behind the piescnbed hour owing to the late arrival of the mail train 
which had been detained by a railway accident m Italy The actual voyage was com* 
pleted well within the contract time The shortest lime occupied in transit by the n^ail 
from London to Bomoay was 13 days, 7 hours and 46 minutes, while the average time 
for the year was 13 days, 23 hours and 5 minutes In the opposite direction, that is, from 
Bombay to London the quickest transit was 12 days, 23 hours and 28 minutes, while the 
average time for the yehr was 14 days 4 hours and 27 minutes.

Registration is still more popular in Madras than in any other part of India, the total 
number of letters registered m that Presidency being nearly s| millions The most 
roticeable feature, however, of the return is the increase m the number of parcels of both 
classes which rose from 2,679 io 9 in 1900 1901 to 2,991,304, m the year under report — an 
mciease of n 65 per cent, as compared with an increase in 1900-1901 of 2 8 per cent, 
over the figures of the preceding year During 1900-1901 there had been an actual de- 
crease in the number of registered parcels, but during tne year under report there was an 
increase over the figures of that year of 3 59 per cent , while under the head of unregis- 
tered parcels the figures for 1901-1902 showed an increase of 034,084 or 46 71 per cent 
over the figures 1 for 1900 1901 These results were due to the reduction in the scale of 
inland parcel postage which came into force from the 1st July 190,1 This reduction was 
followed by an increase of more than 300,000 parcels during the last 9 months of the year 
under report as compared with the figures for the corresponding period of the preceding 
year and it may be added that the total increase in the inland parcel traffic for the whole 
period of 10 years ending with 1900 1901 only just exceeded a million * 

9. The table at the foot of Appendix I, prepared from the last census returns, shows 
for each postal circle the number of post offices and letter boxes in relation to ar$a and 
population and the number of postal articles (excluding money orders) per head of the 
total population and per head of the literate portion of the population * 

The Bomba}, Sind and Baluchistan, Punjab and Madras circles rank highest, in the 
order mentioned as regards the number of artit les per head of the population, while the 
Smd ind Beluchistan Punjab and Bombay circles rank highest as regards the number of 
articles per head of the literate portion of the population 

10 The foreign correspondence received in India for delivery is included in the total 
figures contained m Appendix II, and separate figures showing the correspondence ex- 
cnanged with the United Kingdom are given here The number of letters and postcards 
received from the United Kingdom was 4,707,466 m 1901 1902, as compared with 4,271 745 
in the preceding year, while the number of newspapers, book packets and samples was 
7,933 112 as compared with 7,770,797 in the pre\ious year The number of letters and 
postcards despatched homi from this country during 1901 1902 was 3,912,481, as com- 

E ared with 3,636 207 despatched during the preceding year, and the number of newspapers, 
ook packets and samples was 1 308 358, as compared with 1 221,989 during the previous 
year The large increases of 10 20 per cent and 7 60 per cent , respectively, in the 
number of letters and post cards received and despatched are probably due mainly to the 
fact that in consequence of the reduction in the rates of letter postage large numbers of 
circulars, advertisements and other articles which would otherwise be posted for transmis 
sion by the packet mail are now sent as letters There is no doubt also that the cheap 
r? tes of letter postage are being more and more appreciated by the public m bofh countries, 
and that more letters are now being written than was the case formerly Another factor 
tv be taken into consideration in connection with the increase m the number of letters and 
postcards exchanged is the introduction of pictorial postcards of private manufacture, 
large numbers of which, chiefly, it is believed, for the purpose of collections, are now being 
sent through the post both to and from India 

As regards the correspondence exchanged with countries other thqn the United 
Kingdom, the Union statistics which used to be taken every three years have been discon 
tinued under the terms of the Principal Convention of Washington The figures lor 
1901-1902 are therefore, merely a repetition of those based upon the statistics taken in 
1896 and do not call for any remark 

11 The total number of paicels sent by the foreign post from this country was 
161,484 during iqoi 1902 as compared with 144427 during the preceding year The 
total number received in this country during 1901 1902 was 169,580 as compared with 
157 103 received during the previous year There was thus an increase of 11 81 per cent 
in the number of parcels despatched and of 7 94 per cent m the ijumber of parcels 
received by the foreign parcel post 

Nearly 61 per cent of the whole foreign parcel traffic was with the United Kingdom 
The number of parcels received from that country has shown a constant tendency to in- 
cr£ase and for the year under report stood at 124,107 as compared with 120 219 for the 
year 1900 1901 On the other hand the number of parcels despatched from India to the 
United Kingdom has of late 4 vears remained stationary or shown a falling off but there 
has now been an increase in the homeward traffic the number of parcels despatched from 
India having risen from 70,936 during 1900 1901 to 77)5^1 during the year under report 
There is room however for a large development of parcel traffic by post in both directions 
and it may be hoped that this will be secured in tne near future by India adopting the 
Imperial parcel scheme with its cheap and simple scale of postage rates. 

The Brindisi route was less used than in the preceding year, but the figures for that 
year were abnormally high owing to the fact that this route was used during 1900-1901 
for the remittance by post of comparatively large sums of gold in both directions between 
India and the United Kingdom which is now no longer allowed As regards the ex- 
change by the sea route "'id Gibraltar, there was an appreciable increase, as compared wilh 
the figures of the preceding year, in the number ox parcels both sent and received, the 
number sent having risen from 57,570 to 64,944, and the number received, from 100,031 to 
112,912 
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In the case cff the exchanges with countries other than the United Kingdom, there 
was a satisfactory development of the traffic m both directions, the number of parcels 
received from these countries during 1901-1902 being 4 5 473, as compared with 36,884 
during the preceding year, while the number despatched from India was 83 923, as com 
pared with 73,491 during the previous year This increase is due mainly to the continued 
growth of the parcel post with Ceylon and the development of the traffic with the British 
Protectorate of East Africa *

14 Particulars regarding the issues from treasuries of ordinary postage stamps Sale of post 
postcards, embossed envelopes and stamped wrappers and also of service postage stamps age stamps 
postcards and envelopes will be found m Appendix IV The total value of the issues of etc 
ordinary postage stamps amounted to over 1^ crores of rupees and the total value of 
service stamps to more than 29 lakhs of rupees there being an increase over the figures of 
the preceding year of Rs 2 27 638 m the case of ordinary postage stamps and of Rs 7,5*3 
m the case of service stamps 

The issues of ordinary stamps were largest in the Bombay circle where they amounted 
to over 29 lakhs of rupees Bengal ind Madras come next with issues of over 27 lakhs 
of rupees each and then the Punjab with issues of more than iq| lakhs The inland 
single postcards which are sold for the denominated value of the stamp, continued to 
command the highest sales the tothl issues being over 139 millions m number The small 
| anna envelopes which also are sold for the denominated value of the stamp had the 
next largest sale over 78 millions being issued during the year Of the anna adhesive 
stamps, over 75 millions were issued while the sales of the 3 pies adhesive stamps rose 
from 2i£ millions to more than 25 millions, and of the 1 anna adhesive stamps from 15^ 
millions to 17 millions On the other hand, there was some falling off m the sales of 
adhesive stamps of the higher denominations from 12 annas up tc Rs 5 Of the special 
envelopes and wrappers supplied by the Department, for which a charge is made on ac 
count of stationery there was an increase in the sales of the large and small registration 
envelopes and of the £ anna wrappers In the case however of the 1 anna wrappers 
the |-anna and I anna square envelopes, and the 2^ annas envelopes the sales declined 

As regards service stamps there was a decrease which it is difficult to account for, 
in the sales of the stamps and envelopes of all denominations with the exception of the 
two annas large registration envelopes and the quarter anna 1 anna and 2 annas stamps 

Apart from the sales of postage stamps one anna revenue or receipt stamps to the 
value of Rs 5,04242 were sold during the year through the agency of the Post Office 
Von-judicial stamps and Court-fee stamps are also sold at many post offices but except 
in Burma the postmaster acts, as icgards these stamps as a private vendor and the stamps 
do not form part of the Post Office balance In Burma where general stamps are kept

9 12 and 6, respectively, to 2, 6 and 1, respectively On the other hind, 3 cases occurred 
in Burma which had enjoyed complete immunity from highway robberies of mails in the 
prewous year In the Madras circle igain a larger number of highway robberies occurred

In two of the 43 t isos whu h occurred during the year, there was loss of life, and tn 
21 instances the mill carriers were wounded by the robbers 

In July 1901, a mill c irrier ind the escort by whom he was accompanied were mur 
dcred in the Manavadar N ilivc ‘state m Bombay The entire mail with the exception of 
a c ish reiiult mre of Rs 100 was subsequently recovered In December of the same year, 
a mail carrier tailed to arrive it his destination in the Dunoh district in the Central 
Provinces and on 1 ^eaich being made his dead body was found with marks of beating 
ind 1 deep gash at the back of the neck 1 he man is believed to have received the wound 
which ipparently caused his death bv the sword which he himself was carrying The 
entire m nl was stolen 111 this c isc and no trace of the robbers could be obtained 

There were only 22 cases in which Government suffered any loss and the total loss 
amounted to Rs 4 179 6 2 Of this amount a sum of Rs. 1,565 1 1 11 was stolen from the 
emails 111 actual c ish while the balance Rs 2 613 10 3 represents the compensation that had 
to be paid for the loss of insured articles 

In 10 cases the entire mail was recovered and a part of the mail m 23 other cases, 
while in the remaining o rises the entire mail was lost Prosecutions were instituted in 

10 cases m 5 of which convictions were obtained Besides the cases of actual highway 
robbery mentioned above there were 10 unsuccessful attempts to rob the mails, 5 of which 
occured 111 British territory and 5 111 Native States In one of these attempts which took 
place in the Dir State, one of the escorts was shot dead and the runner was severely 
wounded 

34 There were various other cases during the year in which the lives of postal servants Cmut kiw 
were lost and mails and postal property damaged or destroyed 

In April 1901 a Burman mail c irrier was found dead by the side of the road leading 
fiom Shewed lung to Promt Hi', death was declared by the medical evidence to be due 
to the dislocation of his neck but There was no trace of a struggle on the spot where he 
was found and no marks of violet ce on his person while the mails which he was carrying 
were lying intact by his side The case therefore remained a mystery though it was 
surmised that he might have dislocated his own neck by falling down m a fit In Sep 
tember of the same year a mail earner was murdered in the Kathiawar province while 
conveying the mail to Kodmar, md in this case also the mail wallet was found intact by 
the side of the dead man Lnquir> showed that he had been killed by two men armed 
with swords who were arrested and sentenced to imprisonment for life 1 he cause of 
the murder w r as a private quarrel arising from jealousy Jn*the same month a mail carrier 
committed suicide m the Godavery district of the Madras President y by drowning himself 
m a well While conveying the mail in company with another rui ner he left the road to 
stay for a short time at his own house and it is believed that while he was there the mail 
bag which he w is carrying w is cut open by some other person On rejoining his comrade 
the mail carrier realised vv hat had on urreci He then dev ided to n turn at once to the post 
office from winch he had st irlcd and on his way back committed suu ide in the manner 
citscubed apparently out of fe ir of the tonstouenccs lint might ensue though it was 
subsequently ascertained th it, m point of f let, nothing had been xbsti ictcd from the mail 
big In the following month another mail carrier was found choivned iji a well in the 
South Ariot district of the Madras President y but the occurrence was believed to have 
been due to a pure accident The mail 1 irrier s wallet, belt and spear were discovered 
near the top of the well, and it is supposed that he had gone down the steps to obtain a 
dunk of water, had over balanced himself and fallen m Earlier in the year a bullock 
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cart carrying the mails to the Kalemyo post office m the Chin Hills had fallen ova: a pre 
cipice owing to the bullocks taking fright and running away * The driver of the car*' 
died from the injuries received oy him but the mails were safely recovered During the 
rains of 1901 tbere were two accidents due to floods In the first case a mail carrier was 
swept away while attempting to cross a stream to reach a village in the Khandesh district 
of the Bombay Presidency He was rescued, however, by the men of the village and the 
mails which he was carrying were recovered several days later much damaged by 
wet In the second case an overseer was carried away b> the force of the water while 
crossing a stream in the Hoshangabad district of the Central J’rov nces but he also escaped 
with his life a 

It is a matter for great sati if action that I am able to record that no case of loss of 
1 fe occurred on the mail lines to Gilgit and Leh where the mail earners during the winter 
and spring months discharge their duties at the imminent peril of life and limb In 
March 1902 two mail carriers were caught in an avalanche on the Burzil Pass on their way 
t -> Gilgit but they escaped without serious injury and the mails which were overwhelmed 
in the snow at the time of the accident were afterwards recovered

been without a Government telegraph office and 48 at places where there had previously 
been neither a Government nor a Railway telegraph office 

During the year 27 new combined offices were opened in the Madias circle 16 m the 
Punjab and North West frontier Province 11 in Burma and 9 m Bombay, and the total 
number of con bined offices open ou the 31st Maich last, in each post il circle, will be found 
in Appendix X On that date there were 2,007 Government telegraph offices in ill oi

If tlie explosive is picric acid, the inner package must be of such a nature as

Indian Petroleum Act 1899 (VIII of 1899), or any oth* r Act for the time being in force 
regai ding the importation possession, and transport of petroleum, applies or any spirit 
or oil or substance that givt s forth an inflammable vapour at a tamper itu* e below ioo° 
bahren licit] shall be or shall be il lowed to be, brought, had or used dangctously near 
to such carriage, and no smoking shall be allowed in, on or dangerously near to the 
lame

protect it against communication of fire 

vn — I here shall net be any iron or steel in the interior of the portion of the carnage 
with which the case containing the explosive is in contact, unless the same is effectually 
covered wiih leather, wood, cloth, or other suitable material 

viii — In the stowing of the explosive, due precautions shall be taken bv means of a 
partition or otherwise and by careful stowing to secure such explosive from being 
brought into contact with, or endangered by, any other article or substance conve>ed in
